Solicitors in the Second War 
Loan Drive, with subscriptions of 
$44,791,347 on hand this morning 


from St. Louis and the county, 
were trying today to push the total 
well past the 50 million mark in the 
hope of attaining the $93,540,000 
goal in one week instead of the 
three allotted for the task. 

The pledges tabulated this morn- 
ing, representing a gain of more 
than 15 million dollars over the re- 
port yesterday morning, totaled 48 
per cent of the goal. Today was 
the fourth day of the drive. 

Chapin S. Newhard, campaign 
chairman, appealed to the public 
not to wait until they are ap- 
proached by the volunteer solici- 
tors, but to go of their own accord 
to their bank, investment dealer, 
or postoffice to make their sub- 
scriptions. There are 5000 volun- 
teer salesmen, but they have had 
their hands full in attempting to 
keep up with the demand for their 
services. 

Additional Reports. 

The morning’s mail brought in 
$3,742,000 to be added to the total 
tabulated last night, and the so- 
liciting teams of downtown banks 
came through with their first re- 
port, 487 sales totaling $2,349,956. 
Outlying banks added $992,611 to 
the $2,064,168 their soliciting teams 
reported yesterday, making their 
total report so far $3,056,779 repre- 
sented by more than 2000 sales. 

Webster Groves went over the 
top this morning when Car] Hole- 
kamp, district campaign chairman, 
reported subscriptions of $252,000 
so far. The quota had been $248,- 
400. 

Newhard, elated at the progress 
made in the first few days, point- 
ed out that reports had been re- 
ceived from only a fourth of the 
404 larger corporations from which 
substantial subscriptions were ex- 


ted. 
Individuals Doing Part. 

Fewer than half of the issuing 
agencies have reported on -zales to 
individuals, he added, but the re- 
ports received have shown that 
the average citizen is living up to 
his responsibilities. 

“We have already demonstrated 
that our community is out to re- 
peat its grand record in World 
War I when the report that St. 
Louis was the first city in the na- 
tion over the top in War Loan 
drives went out over the news 
wires time and time again,” New- 
hard said.

NEW YORK, April 15 (AP).— 
Western Hemisphere collaboration 
was pictured by Under Secretary 
of State Sumner Welles today as 
the “solid cornerstone” for a free 
postwar world. 

In an address before the Rotary 
Club, Welles referred indirectly to 
Prime Minister Churchill's recent 
speech outlining the concept of re- 
gional councils in Europe and Asia 
after the war, and added: 

“We of the Americas have al- 
ready created a_ regional under- 
standing. ... There is already a 
solid cornerstone laid for a future 
world order in this hemisphere as- 
sociation of 21 sovereign and inde- 
pendent countries.” 

Declaring that the cornerstone 
was not laid without difficulty, 
Welles said that grave obstacles 
had to be overcome to win the vol- 
untary and effective collaboration 
of the Western Hemisphere na- 
tions concerned. 

Cites One Obstacle. 

One of these obstacles was the 
belief in some countries “that the 
United States would intervene in 
their affairs whenever this suited 
our convenience.” There was some 
reason for this belief in 1932, 
Welles pointed out, for “Marines 
still stood watch on the soil of one 
of our neighbors,” while in other 
countries “financial advisers vest- 
ed with quasi-dictatorial powers 
still held sway.” 

“In another group of countries,” 
he added, “a perpetual sword of 
Damocles hung over the heads of 
their peoples in the form of the 
treaty right of the United States 
to intervene in their internal af- 
fairs to maintain order.” 

In the 10 years since President 
Roosevelt dedicated the United 
States to the policy of the good 


neighbor, Welles continued, these 


obstacles have been removed, for: 

“Every Marine has been with- 
drawn, 

“All fiscal supervision in other 
American countries has been 
eliminated. 

“Every treaty by which the 
United States was granted the 
right to intervene in other re- 
publics of this hemisphere, for 
whatever purpose, has been ab- 
rogated.” 

The American Idea. 

Welles thus made clear that the 
American idea of a concert of na- 
tions is one in which the collabora- 
tion is voluntary, the sovereignty 
of each nation unquestioned, and 
solidarity is derived not from 
pressure by strong powers on 
weaker nations but from recogni- 
tion and observance of rules of 
self-restraint even by the strongest. 

With this foundation of mutual 
respect and voluntary collabora- 
tion for the structure of hemi- 
spheric defense, Welles recalled, 
when President Roosevelt in 1936 
called on the American republics 
to band together in a common 
front his appeal met with a ready 
response. At the Buenos Aires con- 
ference in that year American 
solidarity was formally defined as 
the joint recognition by the 21 re- 
publics that an act of aggression 
by a non-American power against 
any American republic would be 
considered as an act of aggression 
against all of them. 

Immediately after Japan’s at- 
tack on the United States at Pearl 
Harbor and the declaration of war 
by Germany and Italy, Welles con- 
tinued, the American Foreign Min- 
isters met at Rio de Janeiro and 
“recommended unanimously that 
the American republics break their 
diplomatic relations with Japan, 
Germany and Italy.”

| WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
The peoples of the little countries 
the world over had Cordell Hull's 
assurance today that the United 
States will continue to champion 
the rights of small nations. 

The Secretary of State in an ad- 
dress before the Pan-American 
Union last night advocated world- 
wide adoption of the good neighbor 
policy as a sort of Magna Charta 
of the nations. 

Amid the clash of arms and con- 
fusion of world conflict, it is more 
than ever important, he said, “to 
keep clearly before mankind the 
principles to which we have dedi- 
cated ourselves’’—the principles of 
sovereignty, equality, law, order 
justice, morality, non-intervention, 
friendliness and co-operation, on 
which the solidarity of this hemi- 
sphere is based. 

“These principles upon which we 
have built our inter-American life,” 
he emphasized, “are no exclusive 
property of the continents of the 
Americas. They are not peculiar 
to this hemisphere. They are uni- 
versally applicable and are open to 
universal adoption... . 

“The liberty that we jealously 
safeguard as the right of every 
American nation, great and small, 
is the same liberty which we be- 
lieve should be established through- 
out the earth.” 

Stressing that the basis of pan- 
American unity rests on the doc- 
trine that the rights of all nations 
must be respected, Hull continued: 

“The solidarity developed in this 
system derives not from pressure 
by a4 strong power on weaker na- 
tions, but from recognition and ob- 
servance of rules of self-restraint 
even by the strongest. We have 
no distinction by which the strong 
are above the law and the weak 
abide by precepts enforced upon 
them by a greater power. Rather, 
we seek freedom through the self- 
restraint and respect for the rights 
of all which men and nations that 
are free willingly accept as funda- 
mental to freedom itself. 

“Only by this highway of free- 
dom has the life of*a free com- 
munity been assured to the Amer- 
icas. Only by co-operating in ef- 
forts along like lines can we hope 
effectively to contribute to the at- 
tainment of world peace and world 
security.” 

In celebrating Pan American 
Day, Hull said, “we pay tribute to 
the most successful example of co- 
operation between sovereign na- 
tions in modern history.” 

Hull’s words were regarded as of 
particular significance in view of 
recent British and American offi- 
cial utterances widely interpreted 
as meaning the small states must 
reconcile themselves to a dimin- 
ished role in the postwar world 
and that some of them might have 
to disappear af sovereign entities. 

Among the recent utterances dis- 
turbing to representatives of some 
of the smaller states was an ad- 
dress by Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill of Great Britain suggest- 
ing postwar establishment of a 
“council of Europe and a council 
of Asia,” interpreted in some quar- 
ters as big-power control of the 
two continents, offering little scope 
to the sovereignty of small states. 

On this side of the Atlantic a 
speech by Assistant Secretary of 
State Adolf A. Berle Jr., asserting 
the day of the “buffer state” was 
over, caused trepidation in the 
small state group,

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
Fifteen recently resigned members 
of the Office of War Information 
staff said in a statement today they 
were leaving “because of our con- 
viction that it, is impossible for us 
. « » to tell the full truth.” 

Among those signing the state- 
ment—immediately denied by OWI 
Director Elmer Davis—were Harold 
K. Guinsberg, New York book pub- 
lisher, and Henry F. Pringle, Pulit- 
zer prize-winning author. 

“There is only one issue — the 
deep and fundamental one of the 
honest presentation of war infor- 
mation,” their statement said. 

Davis told a press conference 
yesterday that he believed the res- 
ignations were due to a clash of 
personalities and that he hoped 
most of those who resigned would 
reconsider. 


Deny It Is Personalities. 


The resigning employes said, 
however, that personalities were 
not responsible for their resigna- 
tions and added: 

“No one denies that promotional 
techniques have a proper and pow- 
erful function in telling the story 
of the war. But as we see it, the 
activities of OWI on the home 
front are now dominated by high- 
pressure promoters who. prefer 
slick salesmanship to honest in- 
formation. These promoters would 
treat as stupid and reluctant cus- 
tomers the men and women of the 
United States. They delude them- 
selves that the only effective ap- 
peal to the American public in war 
time is the selfish one of ‘What's 
in it for me?’ 

“We know that Americans have 
an intelligence, a will to win, and 
a dignity which deserves the facts 
as well as the slogans.” 

Among the recent disagreements 
was a report on the food situation, 
which has been due since early

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U.S, BOMBERS RAID JAPS 
ON KISKA 10 TIMES IN DAY 


Aleutians Air Force Sets Record, 
Increases Total Attacks Since 
March 1 to 73. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP). 
—The Aleutians air force command 
broke all previous records for 
number of attacks on Kiska in a 
single day when the enemy-held 
island was raided 10 times Tuesday 
by both heavy and medium bomb- 
ers, the Navy reported today. 

“Beached enemy float planes 
were strafed,” the Navy _ said. 
“Many hits were scored and fires 
were started in the runway and 
main camp area.” 

The 10 raids even exceeded the 
total number of attacks on Kiska 
in the entire month of February 
when the island was raided nine 
times by planes which dropped a 
total of 1000 bombs. 

Since March 1 Kiska has been 
attacked 73 times, including Tues- 
day’s assaults. 


ONE-TRIP BEER BOTTLE BARRED 


Deposit to *Be Required When 
Present Supply Is Used Up. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
To save glass, the War Production 
Board has prohibited the manufac- 
ture of the one-trip, or no-deposit, 
beer bottle. When the available 
supply is used up, the customer 
will be required to pay a deposit 
on all beer bottles. 

WPB estimated the average life 
of the returnable bottle at 32 trips. 
The one-trip bottle originally was 
designated to compete with beer 
packed in tin cans, also prohibited 
for domestic use. 


OPA Announces 
Retail Margins 


On Vegetables 


Markup Percentage 
on 7 Products 
Fixed. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
prescribed a new markup system 
of pricing fresh vegetables at re- 
tail today. Officials intimated that 
the step was a preliminary to bring- 
ing down the cost of garden pro- 
duce in compliance with President 
Roosevelt's order to reduce the 
cost of food where possible, 

Last month prices of seven key 
vegetables were frozen at then 
current levels. Today’s order, which 
goes into effect April 22, sets the 
maximum retail price on each of 
the seven products at a fixed per- 
centage above the wholesale price. 
The next step, often predicted in 
OPA, will be to cut the wholesale 
prices and under the retail mark- 
up system that action will auto- 
matically cut retail prices. 

The markups announced today 
are not expected to make much 
change in retail prices, and offi- 
cials said the results could be 
judyed only on a store-by-store 
basis.. 


Markup Rates. 


On cabbage, the percentage 
which retailers may add to whole- 
sale cost was put at 65 per cent 
for independent stores with an an- 
nual business volume of less than 
$250,000, 54 per cent for chain 
stores with volume under $250,000, 
and 50 per cent for larger stores 
of either type. 

On carrots, lettuce, peas, string 
beans, spinach and tomatoes, the 
markup was set at 39 per cent for 
all types of retailers, although 
classifications were set up which 
may be the basis for some differen- 
tials in the future. 

Retailers will be pérmitted to 
change prices, however, only once 
a week—on Thursdays. :

23 BRITISH GRAFT 
DOWNED IN RAID 
ON GERMAN CITY 


War Plants Blasted in 
Concentrated Attack— 
Many Canadian Planes 
in Group. 


LONDON, April 15 (AP).—Brit- 
ain’s four-engined bombers raced 
400 miles across Nazi-held Europe 
last night to strike at the Ger- 
man industrial city of Stuttgart in 
a highly concentrated raid from 


which 23 bombers failed to return, 
the Air Ministry announced today. 

Simultaneously other Allied 
planes, presumed here to be Rus- 
sian, were reported by Berlin to 
have hit East Prussia. 

Royal Air Force fighter squad- 
rons were over Northern France 
anew this evening after morning 
and afternoon sweeps. Southeast 
Coast observers said formations of 
Spitfires streaked toward Calais 
and Dunkerque at altitudes be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 feet. 

The Air Ministry announcement 
described the attack on Stuttgart, 
a city of 410,000 in southwest Ger- 
many and one of the _ Reich's 
most important engineering 
centers, as “very heavy.” The 
target was “clearly identified,” the 
ministry reported, indicating the 
raid was favored by good weather. 

At least three Nazi night fighters 
were reported shot down by the 
bombers, 

The raid, first on Stuttgart since 
the night of March 11, followed by 
24 hours a powerful attack on the 
Italian naval base of Spezia. Stutt- 
gart is the home of important war 
plants, including factories for the 
manufacture of plane, tank and 
submarine motors and parts.

Bartlett has missed only four 
days in 50 years, and was late 
twice. Miss Martin, never late, 
has not missed a day of work 


since 1903, excepting a year during 


the depression when the mill was 
closed.

40. He missed his four days in 
1927 when he was struck by a 
street car while en route to work. 
Previously, in 1906, near-zero 
weather froze a railway switch 
and his train got him to work five 
minutes late. 

Dr. Victor G. Heiser, former

cessfully stormed two important 
hills on the southern and western 
fronts of the constricted Axis Tu- 
nisian line yesterday and, captur- 
ing 600 prisoners, increased the 
total Allied bag since the opening 
of the Mareth offensive to more 
than 30,000. 

Attacking the Djebel Sefsouf, the 
French rounded up 400 Germang 
and took possession of that moun- 
tain position which has been the 
western anchor of Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s new Enfidaville line. 

The Djebel Sefsouf lies 30 miles 
due west of Enfidaville, 50 miles 
southwest of Tunis, and seven 
miles northeast of the village of 
Bir Kararhoun. 

Field dispatches said a further 
advance by the British Bighth 


| Army in the Enfidaville sector had 


been halted by Axis heavy artillery 
commanding the coast road to 
Tunis. 


Advance in North. 


Lieut. Gen. K. A. N. Anderson’s 
veteran British First Army infan- 
trymen captured a mountain top, 
the Djebel Ang, eight miles above 
Medjez-el-Bab and some 30 miles 
west of Tunis in fierce fighting 
during which they rounded up 
more than 200 Nazi Alpine troops, 

(The Berlin radio reported that 
British Commandos had attempted 
a landing last night behind Axis 
lines in the Cape Serrat area on 
the Northern Tunisian coast. Cape 
Serrat is 35 miles from Bizerte. 

(The broadcast said Axis coastal 
batteries had the Commandos 
under observation, but “let them 
advance as far as wire obstacles 
and only then started firing. The 
British withdrew to their boats 
which despite several hits sue- 
ceeded in escaping.”’) 

Today’s Allied communique said 
there was “nothing to report” 
from the Eighth Army front 
“where our troops are in contact 
with the enemy defenses on the 
Enfidaville line.” 

It reported that Allied troops

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DE GAULLE GROUP 
ACCEPTS GERTAIN 
BASIC PRINCIPLES 
OF GIRAUDS PLAN 


Gen. Catroux to Return to 
Algiers Immediately to 
Discuss ‘Several Points 
That Remain to Be 
Clarified.’ 


LONDON, April 15 (AP). — The 
French National Committee ap- 
proved today “certain basic prin- 
ciples” of Gen. Henri Giraud’s pro- 
posals for unity of the French em- 
pire, but said in a communique 
that “severa] important points re- 
main to be clarified.” 

Those points of difference will 
be discussed in Africa by Gen. 
Georges Catroux, liaison officer 
between Giraud and Gen. Charles 


de Gaulle, who is returning to Al- 
giers immediately. 

After a day-long session in dis- 
cussing three principal proposals 
for unity, the committee declared 
that it still feels it is necessary 
for De Gaulle to go to Algiers 
because “unity of the Empire must 
be brought about as rapidly as 
possible and in conformity with 
principles which have guided the 
Fighting French in the war since 
June 18, 1940.” 

The committee had under con- 
sideration: First, a Fighting French 
plan, that provided for a commit- 
tee of all French factions, includ- 
ing underground organizations in 

ce, to govern temporarily; 
second, the Giraud plan _ that 
called for a temporary council of 
overseas administrators and gov- 
ernors, and third, a parliamentary 
group's proposal that would set 
up a provisional government to 
which the military would be sub- 
ordinate. ° 

The newly formed parliamentary 
group of deputies urges the for- 
mation of a provisional govern- 
mental organization closely resem- 
bling the former French repub- 
lican legislature plus an executive 
council, and says “the military au- 
thority must in every case be 
subordinated to the executive 
power both now and at the mo- 
ment of the liberation of the home- 
land.” 


PURGE OF ARMY BY 
GIRAUD REPORTED 


ALGIERS, April 15 (AP).—An 
authoritative source said. today 
that Gen. Henri Giraud had or- 
dered a purge of all pro-Axis and 
Vichy-minded officers from the 
French Army. 

He said the French civil and 
military leader in North Africa 
had ordered commanders of the 
land, sea and air forces to report 
to him by May 1 the names of all 
officers who had shown a reluc- 
tance to fight on Allied side be- 
cause of their allegiance to Mar- 
shal Henri Petain. 

Officers who are considered 
unfit for duty will*be feturned to 
civilian life, said this source, 

Meanwhile, Allied circles said 
the basis of the Giraud plan which 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle is consid- 
ering in London is unification of 
the French empire overseas under 
a council which would be com- 
mitted to surrendering its powers 
to the French people after their 
liberation. ; 

De Gaulle’s insistence that a full- 
fledged French provisional govern- 
ment be set up with himself as 
the political head is said still to 
be the stumbling block in ranging 
into a united front the leaders in 
French North Africa and De 
Gaulle’s French National Commit- 
tee. 

The Giraud plan, which Giraud, 
French civil and military com- 
mander in chief, submitted here to 
Gen. Georges Catroux, who took it 
to London, is known to, adhere to 
principles which were approved by 
the United States State Depart- 
ment and the British Foreign Of- 
fice in genera] outline. 

Briefly the plan is said to pro- 
pose this solution of the French 
problem: 

Formation of a French council 
of. overseas territories. 

Residents and comrm'*-'oners will 
be responsible for territorial ad- 
ministration. A limited executive 
power will execute decisions of the 
council. 

The council] will conclude agree- 
ments with Allied powers and will 
be considered by the Allies as the 
guardian of French interests. 

All financial matters concerned 
with the formation and equipment 
of one unified Army will be cen- 
tralized under the control of the 
council. 

The French Army command will 
participate in inter-Allied general 
staff deliberations. 

Once France is freed, the coun- 
cil’s executive committee will go 
to France and restore fundamental 
liberties. 

After all French departments 
have been liberated, the council 
will apply the law of Feb. 15, 1872, 
by which, if Parliament is unable 
to reconvene, an assembly will be 
formed of delegates named by de- 
partmental general councils. 

The first act of this assembly 
will be to name a provisional gov- 
ernment to function until a na- 
tional assembly is elected. This 
provisional government wc * have 
authority over the commander in 
chief. 

Meanwhile, the arsembly wil] fix 
the date for general elections. —

21 Axis Planes Lost. 


Aerial operations boosted to 
more than 200 the number of Axis 
planes shot down in the Mediter- 
ranean theater in the five-day pe- 
riod from Saturday through 
Wednesday, an average of 40 a 
day. The total for yesterday was 
21, while eight Allied aircraft failed 
to return. 

United States Flying Fortresses 
again paced the Allied air on- 
slaught with heavy attacks on the 
Axis air fields at El Aouina, near 
Tunis, and at El Mas and Monfer- 
rato, in Sardinia. Nineteen inter- 
cepting enemy fighters were de- 
stroyed by the big bombers in com- 
bat and additional aircraft were 
wrecked aground. All the Fort- 
resses returned. 

Two additional enemy aircraft 
were destroyed by Spitfire fighters 
on offensive sweeps. 

Allied aerial commanders sent 
waves of Royal Air Force Bisley 
and French bombers Tuesday night 
against the air field at La Sebala, 
eight miles north of Tunis. Ob- 
servers said fires dotted the field. 

Axis transport columns again 
came under Allied bombsights. The 
communique said a number of ve- 
hicles were destroyed and others 
were left in flames. Malta-based 
fighters again attacked Sicilian 
targets last night. 

Axis air losses in combat since 
March 20 total 459 planes, against 
152 Allied aircraft missing. In 
addition, officers estimate 150 or 
more German and Italian planes 
have been destroyed aground dur- 
ing airdrome raids. 

The United States Army Air 
Force reported that the entire 
dockyard area of Ferryville, ar- 
senal and supply center on Lake 
Bizerte 10 miles south of Bizerte, 
had been devastated by aerial bom- 
bardments and all traffic in the 
once-busy port had ceased. Aefial 
photographs were said to show 
every building in the dockyard 
area destroyed or rendered useless. 


Situation on Land. 


The battle of Tunisia moved into 
its bloodiest phase as Allied armies 
deployed before Rommel’s new de- 
fense arc in front of Tunis and 
Bizerte. 

(Some unofficial observers in 
London speculated that the next 
Allied stroke might be a smash 
northeastward toward the Gulf of 
Tunis from the Medjez-el-Bab or 
Bou Arada sectors to cut the Axis 
forces in two. Such a drive pre- 
sumably would be co-ordinated 
with heavy pressure from the south 
by the Eighth Army and from the 
northwest by the First Army). 

With the Mediterranean behind 
them—and not very far behind— 
Rommel’s troops are grouped at 
the key passes into their bridge- 
head along a line curving from En- 
fidaville, near the east coast, to 
Cape Serrat on the north coast. 

Enfidaville had the character of 
a “no-man’s land,” while Djebibina, 
17 miles west of Enfidaville, was 
drawn into the front line of the 
battle. 

Contrary to reports abroad there 
was no information available here 
to indicate that Rommel already 
had started to evacuate certain of 
his forces. Heavily armed power 
barges, which have been used since 
December to bring in tanks and 
supplies, could be marshaled for 
an evacuation, it was pointed out, 
but there was no evidence that 
this had been done. 

Axis Air Transport Losses. 

Of the more than 200 Axis air- 
craft destroyed since Saturday, 134 
were big transports of the type 


used to haul fuel and supplies to 
Rommel’s troops. They also could 
be used for evacuation of troops. 
The lost transports, it was esti- 
mated, would be able to carry 10,- 
000 tons of badly needed supplies 
to Africa monthly if only one 
round trip a day were made. 
While the remaining Axis air 
bases in Africa are under almost 
continual air attack, competent 
sources cautioned against counting 
out German air power in this thea- 
ter too soon. The Germans still 
can operate from fields in Sisi 
Ahmed, Ferryville and Mateur in 
the Bizerte area, and La Marsa, El 
Aouina, Megrine and Djedeida in 
the Tunis region. 

In the mountains south of Tunis, 
there are fields at Depienne, Zag- 
houan and Marie du Zit. 

Because Sicily is only 90 miles 
from the African mainland, the 
German air force is able to use it 
for bomber bases, concentrating 
fighter planes on the Tunisian 
fields. Outnumbered and some- 
times overwhelmed, the Germans 
still retain a gertain amount of 
punch for counter air attacks, 


German Looting. 

French Officials in Algiers yes- 
terday released the text of a Ger- 
man Army order which admitted 
military pillage in Tunisia, and 
also identified the Vichy-sponsored 
Fascist group, Service d’Ordre’ Le- 
gionnaire, as an active tool of the 
Germans in that French protec- 
torate. 

The German document said these 
acts had endangered the economy 
of the country “despite its useful- 
ness for our supply” and that the 
maltreatment of Arabs had led to 
violence against French and Ital- 
ian colonists and attacks against 
military supply depots.

The Italian communique said 
that there had been “lively fight- 
ing all along the Tunisian front, 
particularly in the western sector,” 
presumably in region of Medjez-el-

Allied planes, Rome announced, 
raided Cagliari, port on the south- 
ern coast of Sardinia.

Nazi bombers were said to have 
inflicted considerable losses on Al- 
lied motorized forces moving to- 
ward the front.

Desert Flyers With 8th 
Army Shifted From 
Middle East to North- 


west Africa Command. 


LONDON, April 15 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry news service an- 
nounced today the reorganization 
of Allied air forces in the Medi- 
terranean had been completed 
with division into three forces— 
the Middle East command, the 
Northwest African Air Forces and 
the R. A, F. in Malta. 

The commander in each zone is 
directly responsible to the _ aiéir 
commander-in-chief, Air Marshal 
Sir Arthur William Tedder, who 
is subordinate to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower for all operations in 
the Northwest African theater. 

The Air Ministray said the 
Northwest African Forces under 
Lieut. Gen. Carl A. Spaatz com- 
prised United States, British and 
French units and included three 
operational formations—the tacti- 
cal air force under Air Vice Mar- 
shal Sir Arthur Coningham, the 
Strategical Air Force under Maj. 
Gen. James H. Doolittle, and the 
Coastal Air Force under Air Vice 
Marshal Sir Hugh P. Lloyd. 

The Tactical Force, operating in 
close support of ground forces, 
comprised the Western Desert 
Force supporting the Eighth 
Army, the Twelfth United States 
Air Support Command under Brig. 
Gen. P. L. Williams, and another 
group supporting the First Army. 

The Desert Air Force previous- 
ly has been part of the R, A. F. 
Middle East Command. 

The Strategical Air Force is 
composed of United States heavy 
and medium units and R. A. F. 
medium bomber units, with the as- 
signment of long-range attacks on 
Axis bases in Tunisia, Sicily, Sar- 
dinia and Southern Italy, and on 
Axis communications and shipping. 

The Coastal Air Force of British 
and United States reconnaissance 
wings and fighter squadrons had 
the job of defending bases and 
ports, attacking shipping and mak- 
ing antisubmarine patrols. 

The Middle East Command, the 
Air Ministry said, was under Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Sholto Douglas 
and comprised the air forces be- 
tween the frontier of India on the 
east and Tunisia on the west and 
extended as far south ag Madagas- 
car. This command’s present op- 
erations included attacks on tar- 
gets in Tunisia, Sardinia, Sicily, 
Southern Italy, Crete and Greece, 
protection of central and eastern 
Mediterranean shipping, anti-sub- 
marine patrols and protection of 
territory from Axis air raids. 

The R. A. F. in Malta is equipped 
with fighters for day and night de- 
fense and bombers and torpedo- 
bombers with which to strike north 
against targets in Sicily and Italy 
and west against Tunisia, Pantel- 
leria and Lampedusa as well as 
for convoy protection and patrols. 


ZURICH REPORT SAYS ROMMEL 
LEFT SICILY, FLEW TO GERMANY 


LONDON, April 15 (AP). 
Reuters’ Zurich correspondent 
said today he had received from 
an independent and _ reliable 
source a report that’ Marshal Er- 
win Rommel left Sicily yesterday 
and flew to Germany last night, 
accompanied by Gen. Vittorio Am- 
brosio, chief of the Italian Gen- 
eral Staff.

U. S. BOMBER SINKS 
U-BOAT, DROPS RAFT 
WHICH SAVES NAZI 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP),— 
An Army heavy bomber caught a 
German submarine on the surface 
in the Caribbean Sea _ several 
months ago, the Navy reported to- 
day, and destroyed it with depth 
charges. 

A member of the submarine crew 
who survived the attacks was 
picked up 10 days later by a 
United States destroyer and taken 
into port. He had survived through 
the aid of a life raft and vest 
dropped to him from the bomber. 

The Navy’s disclosure’ consti- 
tuted the first time that an official 
report had been made of the cap- 
ture of a submarine crewman -in 
American waters. 


DEFERRING U. S. EMPLOYES 
CITICISED BY HOUSE GROUP 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP). 
~The House Military Committee 
recommended today that Selective 
Service Director Lewis B. Hershey 
order all draft boards to review 
their files -‘““with a view to elim- 
inating all deferments of Govern- 
ment employes not thoroughly jus- 
tified by supporting evidence.” 

“Government must be made to 
set the example,” the report com- 
mented in accusing the Federal 
Government of having adopted a 
general policy of hiring “draft- 
eligible men in the 18 to 38 group 
on a hit-or-misg basis, with little 
attempt to define a policy whereby 
women or men not subject to the 
draft” would be given preference 
in hiring. 

The committee’s charge was con- 
tained in a report of a special sub- 
committee studying deferment pol- 
icies of Government agencies. The 
committee said it had evidence 
that “great numbers of Govern- 
ment clerks have been deferred 
because of recently acquired titles 
and duties which have served to 
impress draft boards with their 
‘essentiality’.” 


Decletes They Did Not 
Drive Through to Coast 


Because They Were 
Under Orders Not to Go 
Beyond Certain Point. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
American troops in Tunisia played 
an important part in the major 
victory over the Axis in Tunisia, 
Secretary of War Stimson said 
today. He declared they operated 
precisely according to plans and 
orders. 

Stimson said he believed reports 
critical of American operations in 
Tunisia, which he said had been 
circulated in recent days, had not 
been quite fair to the troops. Spe- 
cifically, he said, the Americans 
had not driven through to the 


coast in a move to intercept the 
northward flight of Marshal Rom- 
mel’s forces because they were 
under strict orders not to advance 
beyond a designated line in the 
hills west of the coastal plane. 


In the master plan for the Tu- 
nisian campaign, Stimson told his 
press conference, the major task 
was given to the British Eighth 
Army, while the Americans in 
Central Tunisia, the French forces 
in the Ousseltia Valley and the 
British First Army in the north 
were assigned to “holding” opera- 
tions. 


Covered 100-Mile Front. 


Despite the relatively small size 
of Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton’s 
Second Corps—composed of one 
armored and three infantry divi- 
sions—-the Americans were as- 
signed to “contain” the Axis forces 
on a front of approximately 100 
miles between E] Guetar and Fon- 
oduk, Stimson said. 


They accomplished this assign- 
ment, while operating in difficult 
country against the best German 
armored and motorized units, he 
said, and Patton's thrusts forced 
Rommel to divert so much armor 
to the protection of his flank that 
the breaking of the Mareth line 
by the British Eighth Army was 
greatly facilitated. 


“Gen. Patton was limited to the 
operations assigned to him,” Stim- 
son said. “It is possible that the 
Allied high command weighed the 
possibility of a thrust to the coast. 
Knowing Gen. Patton, I am sure 
he would have welcomed such an 
assignment. I happen also to 
know that it was not given to 
him.”

STIMSON DENIES U.S. TROOPS 
FAILED IN TUNISIAN THRUST 


NO SIGN ENEMY PLANS 
MAJOR EVACUATION OF 
TUNISIA, STIMSON SAYS 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP). 


STIMATING that the Axis 
F armies in Tunisia numbered 

around 175,000 to 200,000 
men, Secretary of War Stimson 
said today that there was no 
indication at present that the 
enemy plans a major evacua- 
tion of this force, 

The Axis occupies a natural- 
ly strong position, with indica- 
tiong that siege fortifications 
are defending key points, he 
said, and has two good harbors 
and a number of air fields. 

Apparently the planes which 
have been flying supplies to the 
Axis forces also have been 
evacuating the wounded, Stim- 
son said, and it is possible that 
the Axis leaders might attempt 
to extricate the bulk of their 
troops by sea and air over a 
period of several weeks. 

On the other hand, Stimson 
suggested, the Axis may be de- 
termined to delay the general 
Allied offensive against Ger- 
many by holding as long as 
possible to its Tunisian position 
and inflicting heavy losses on 
the Allies, even if it should 
mean the loss of most of the 
Axis forces in North Africa, 

The Allied troops, he said, 
are numerically stronger than 
the Axis “and we have clear 
mastery of the air.” 


of the Allies, probably decided 
against a thrust to the coast be- 
cause of two principal reasons: 
the logistical problems involved in 
keeping the American troops sup- 
plied over lengthy lines through 
difficult terrain, and the risk that 
the thrusting force might be ex- 
posed to an attack from both sides 
by Axis armies.

The task of Gen Patton was not 
an easy one, Stimson said, as indi- 
cated by the fact that his forces 
were engaged in almost continual 
“useful fighting” for 22 days and 
suffered substantial losses. 

Stimson said Alexander’s plan 
for the Tunisian campaign might 
be called a “piston attack,” the 
British Eighth Army serving as 
the piston head, the American and 
French forces and the British First 
Army as the west wall of the 
cylinder and the sea as the cylin- 
der wall on the east. 


NAZIS MOVING UP. 
TROOPS IN RUSSIA 
FOR NEW BLOWS 


Soviet Flyers Keep Up 
Attacks on Supply Col- 
umns—Light Action on 
Donets Front.

MOSCOW, April 15 (AP).—Brisk 
air battles continued over the Rus- 
sian front today, with Red Army 
flyers concentrating again on Ger- 
man supply columns as dispatches 
reported the Nazis moving up re 
inforcements for heavier attacks, 
expected in the next two or three 
weeks. 

The land armies jabbed at one 
another in various sectors with 
new fighting reported north of 
Chuguev and south of Izyum, on 
the long Donets River battle line, 
‘but the Soviet noon communique 
again said there were no impor 
tant changes on the land front. 

It told of Red Army artillery 
blasting a battalion of enemy in- 
fantry north of Chuguev, and of a 
Russian unit holding. off a Ger- 
man attack on a hill south of 
Izyum. Russian artillery fire also 
pounded enemy positions on the 
Volkhov front southeast of Lenin- 
grad. 

(Several Red Army division sup- 
ported by tanks struck again at 
Nazi defenses in the Kuban River 
sector of the Caucasus, but were 
repulsed with heavy losses, the 
German communique reported. 
The Nazis said this was the only 
important ground operation yes- 
terday on the eastern front.) 

The Russians reported the Ger- 
man air force was having little 
success in its stabs at cities, rafi- 
way junctions and front line posi- 
tions. Their Yak, Mig and Lagge 
fighter planes fought off the 
Focke-Wulf 190 raiders, and some 
of the war's sharpest as well as 
heaviest fights in the air were be 
lieved to be taking place. 

The best-liked American plane is 
the Airacobra and it is thought 
to be playing its part in the oper- 
ations, In their raids on German 
truck columns and communica- 
tions the Russians generally favor 
the Il, or Stormovik, of which the 
Russians have three types. 

In a report on air activity, the 
noon communique told of a Soviet 
pilot patrolling over the Kuban. 
delta who engaged three Messer- 
schmitt 109s and shot down two of 
them. 


SCHMELING IN REICH, NAZIS SAY 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP).— 
The Berlin radio said today that 
Max Schmeling, former  heavy- 
weight boxing champion, still was 
receiving treatment for wounds he 
suffered as a parachute trooper 
in Crete in 1941, and that he was 
in Berlin.

He spoke satirically of the dom- 
inance of materialism in educa- 
tion, and of its prevalence over 
moral considerations. 

“Now that the triumph of ma- 
terialism is complete,” he_ said, 
“now that we are all agreed that 
religion is good for the people, 
and relief is needed to keep them 
quiet, and education to teach them 
to consume and produce, and the 
family to attach them to their 
work, and the state to act as the 


tablfshing “the good society,” Pres- 
ident Hutchins said: 

“Disfranchised minorities in the 
United States, racial discrimina- 
tion, and the corruption of our 
municipal governments, suggest 
that we have yet to achieve jus- 
tice, equality and law at home. 
Although some of our political 
practices are hardly fit for export, 
we have assumed the obligation 
to carry the Four Freedoms to the’ 
whole world. 

“Mr. Wallace is quite right in| 
saving that we want everybody to

One cannot take 
part in this revolution if one be- 
lieves that men are no different 
from the brutes, that morals are 
another name for the mores, that 
freedom is doing what you please, 
that everything is a matter of 
opinion, and that the test of truth 
is immediate practical success. 
These notions lie at the bottom 
of the materialism that afflicts us. 

“I am not so naive as to assume 
that the American people can be- 
come good over night, or that if 
they try and fail, they will lose the 
war and lose the’peace.

MAYOR SIGNS BILL 
CHANGING NAME OF 
THE CITY HOSPITAL 


An ordinance changing the name 
of City Hospital to Max C. Stark- 
loff Hospital, in honor of the late 
Dr. Max C. Starkloff, Health Com- 
missioner for many years, was 
signed last night by Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker. It will become 
effective May 14. 


Mayor Becker, who approved the 
measure without comment, did so 
over the protest of the internes 
and resident physicians of the hos- 
pital, whic; took the position that 
City Hospital had gained prestige 
under its present name and that 
a change in the name might cause 
confusion among physicians who 
previously were internes_ there. 
The staff, which made no protest 
when the bill was before the Board 
of Aldermen, suggested later that 
one building of the entire City 
Hospital group be named after 
Dr. Starkloff. 

The bill authorizing the chang- 
ing of the name was passed by the 
Aldermen unanimously Feb. 24. 
Dr. Starkloff, who died a year ago, 
was Health Commissioner of St. 
Louis under six Mayors for 30 
years and his career as a public 
health officer extended through 
critical periods, including the war- 
time influenza epidemic of 1918. 


the Community Chest of St. Louis 
—to establish the centers with the 
understanding that Federal funds 
would be sought as soon as pos- 
sible, and that operation of the 
centers would be made to conform 
to whatever plan proved necessary 
to meet Government requirements. 

The first response of United 
Charities’ budget committee was 
so encouraging, Sampson reported, 
that on Oct. 19 the bureau opened 
13 evening information and appli- 
cation offices. But “the bubble 
burst” early in November, he as- 
serted, when United Charities de- 
clined to finance even temporary 
operation of day-care centers by 
the bureau, on the ground that 
such operation was “inconsistent 
with the planning function” of the 
Social Planning Council. 

United Charities argued for cre- 
ation of a day-care operating agen- 
cy which would be separate from 
the council, which the council op- 
posed as dual planning machinery. 
With charities funds withheld, the 
information and application ‘offices 
had to be closed, and the bureau 
concentrated on seeking Federal 
funds. 

Two Centers Opened. 

Two ‘family agencies opened 
demonstration centers in March, 
Sampson continued, and two oth- 
ers “may or may not” open cen- 
ters prior to receipt of Federal aid, 
but he charged that the work of 
these four agencies was “definitely 
clouded and weakened” by the con- 
troversy over administration. 

Prior to the day-care movement, 
St. Louis had eight day nurseries 
and five nursery schools in the 
area. Aided by the bureau, the 
Board of Education has applied 
for Federal funds to operate 12 
city day-care centers for children 
under 9 years of age, while a later 
application is planned for’. the 
county’ area.

TAX COLLECTION 


Some Members of House) 


Committee Propose to 
Shift Part of Work to 
County Officials.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.— 
Gov. Donnell’s major legislative ef- 
fort—consolidation of all State tax- 
collecting agencies—is being quiet- 
ly undermined in the House Com- 
mittee on Governmental Reorgan- 
izatron by a political move to dis- 
tribute part of the tax collection 
work to County Collectors and As- 
sessors. 

The plan under consideration by 
some members of the committee is 
to transfer the issuance of State 
automobile license plates from Sec- 
retary of State Dwight H. Brown 
to the county collectors, and to 
_ permit the assessors and collectors 
to continue their work of handling 
State income tax returns and col- 
lections. This work would carry 
with it lucrative fees for county 


The purpose of the Governor’s 
consolidation plan is to establish 
a single tax-collecting agency, 
which would afford more efficient 
enforcement of tax laws, save ex- 
penses by eliminating duplicating 
services and remove this State 
function from politics. 

Multiplicity of Collectors. 

Success of the move under con- 
sideration in the committee, before 
which the Govenror’s bills are 
pending, would destroy the effec- 
tiveness of the single revenue de- 
partment plan, by throwing juicy 
political jobs to county courthouse 
rings. Instead of having a single, 
central State tax collector there 
would be two others in each of the 


officials.

As an 
example, he cited the first amend- 
ment which was to strike out the 
word “Income” and insert the 
word “income,” to correct the cap- 
ftalization. 

The committee was somewhat 
discouraged by the amount of 
work it faces in correcting the 
bills, so Armstrong appointed a 
subcommittee to draw up substi- 
tute measures containing all the 
corrections in spelling, punctuation 
and capitalization. Unless this is 
done, he said, it would require 
about a month for the House to 
consider the amendments offered 
to the 32 bills. 

Although the Secretary of State 
and State Auditor Forrest Smith 
were invited two weeks ago by the 
committee to appear and express 
their views on the bills, neither ap- 
peared. Armstrong said the com- 
mittee would hold two meetings 
next week on the bills. It will 
consider them in detail next Mon- 
day and vote on whether to ap- 
prove them Wednesday.

HIGHWAY COMMISSION, PATROL 
FUNDS APPROVED BY COMMITTEE 


pecial to the Post-Dtspatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.— 


The House Appropriations Com- 


mittee yesterday approved allot- 
ments of $56,183,300 to the State 
Highway Commission and $1,586,- 
000 to the State Highway Patrol 
for the years 1943 and 1944. 

The Highway Commission Dill 
carries $1,183,300 for salaries and 


commission expenses, 30 million 
dollars in State funds for highway 
construction and maintenance, and 
25 million dollars in Federal road 
funds that may be allotted. to the 
State, the amounts requested by 
the commission and approved by 


Gov. Donnell in his budget recom- 
mendations, 

The Highway Patrol allotment 
is $40,000 less than the amount 
requested and approved by the 
Governor. However, it is $277,000 
more than the patrol expended 


last biennium, the principal a 
crease being for salaries and oper- 
ations of highway weight officers, 
whose duties have been trans- 
ferred from the Highway Com- 
mission to the patrol. The appro- 


priations are paid out of gasoline 


taxes, motor vehicle and automo- 
bile license fees and other road 
revenues. Because of gasoline ra- 
tioning, it is uncertain whether the 
State will receive enough revenue 
to finance the proposed expendi- 
tures in full.

FOR RUML PLAN 


House Committee May Be 
Forced to Reopen Con- 
sideration of Pay-as- 


You-Go Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP),— 
A statement by Senate Republicans 
indorsing the Rumi plan became 
the fuse today for a new explosion 
of the pay-as-you-go income tax 
issue in the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Seven G. O. P. members of the 
Senate Finance Committee, acting 
with the approval of Minority 


Leader McNary of Oregon, pledged 
support for the Ruml skip-a-year 
proposal yesterday and called for 
early enactment of current tax- 
ation legislation, including a 20 per 
cent withholding levy. 

Those who signed te atatement 
were Senators McNary, Vanden- 
berg of Michigah, Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, Danaher of Connecticut, 
Taft of Ohio, Thomas of Idaho, 
Butler of Nebraska and Millikin 
of Colorado. Vandenberg said 
* Senator Davis of Pennsylvania, the 
eighth Republican on the Finance 
Committee, was out of town and 
therefore could not be reached for 
his signature. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, mainspring of House 
Republican support behind the 
Rum! plan, said this action “gives 
us ground for asking’ the Ways 
and Means Committee to reopen 
the pay-as-you-go question. “It 
looks like this is going to force 
the committee’s hand,” he asserted. 
First Organized Senate Support. 
The statement by the seven Sen- 
ate Republicans constituted the 
first organized support in that 
body of the controversial Ruml 
plan, rejected by the House two 
weeks ago, 215 to 198. They said 
that, if the House could agree, 
they believed the Senate Finance 
Committee would approve a bill of 
this nature within 48 hours. There 
was no comment from the Demo- 

cratic members. 

All pay-as-you-go legislation was 
tossed back to the Ways and 
Means Committee when the House 
voted down the Rum! plan, and 
the committee on Monday refused, 
16 to 9, to reopen the issue immedi- 
ately. The majority took the posi- 
tion that a bill to extend recipro- 
cal trade pacts should be disposed 
of first. 

Petition Planned. 

Notwithstanding, House Repub- 
licans, claiming new strength, con- 
tinued to maneuver for another 
vote. Minority Leader Martin of 
Massachusetts has announced his 
intention to circulate a petition 
which would pry another pay-as- 
you-go bill from the committee. , 

He told newspaper men today, 
after conferring with Republican 
Ways and Means members, how- 
ever, that this move could not 
yield ffuit before May 10. House 
rules require that a bill must have 
been in committee for 30 days be- 
fore it can be discharged by peti- 
tion without committee action. 
Such a discharge requires the sig- 
natures of 218 House members, a 
majority. 

Marriner S. Eccles, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, assert- 
er in a radio broadcast last night 
that tax rates must be increased 
and “a heavy” withholding tax im- 
posed without delay to curb in- 
flation. 


HOUSE, SENATE CONFEREES 
AGREE ON U.S. PAY SCHEDULE 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
A Senate and House Conference 
Committee settled differences on a 
wartime pay bill for Government 
employes yesterday by a compro- 
mise that included more liberal 
provisions for lower-salaried work- 
ers, 


Major provisions evolving from 
the conference call for: 

A $300 increase per year for 
lower-paid executive department 
workers who otherwise would not 
receive that’ amount under the 
present temporary increase of 21.6 
per cent for a 48-hour week. 

A $300 increase for employes paid 
up to $2000 whose work is not 
measured in hours, and a 15 per 
cent increase for similar employes 
making $2000 or more. 

A new ceiling of $10,000 was in- 
serted.

Tells Social Workers it 
Affects Negroes, Jews 
and Mexicans in U. S. 


The United States has discarded 
“business as usual” under pressure 


of war, but it is still indulging’ 


in the costly luxury of “prejudice 


as usual,” Lawrence W. Cramer, 
executive secretary of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Fair Employ- 


ment, asserted in an address read 
today before the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. In Cramer’s absence the 
paper was read by his assistant, 
Theodore Jones. 

Cramer asserted that employ- 
race, creed, color or nationality 
ment discrimination based on 
has resulted in “a substantial and 
continuing waste of available man 
power and skills” which is of 
paramount importance in the 
upresent labor shortage crisis. 

In many cases, Cramer charged, 
Negroes and other non-Caucasians 
do not get jobs commensurate with 
their skill because of the policies 
and practices of labor organiza- 
tions—this despite the fact that 
both the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations formally oppose 
race discrimination within their or- 
ganizations. 

Blames Railway Unions. 

National AFL and CIO officers 
have helped work out satisfactory 
adjustments in particular cases, 
Cramer continued, but “the rail- 
road brotherhoods, on the other 
hand, have not taken such a posi- 
tion and apparently act on the op- 
posite policy.” 

He charged that on Southeast- 
ern railroads the barring of non- 
whites or their exclusion from cer- 
tain classes of employment is en- 
couraged by “percentage” or “non- 
promotable” clauses in union 
agreements, adding that such tac- 
tics weaken the labor movement 
and constitute an invitation to 
certain employers to use unorgan- 
ized workers at low wage scales, 
or for strike-breaking purposes. 

In the Southwest, there is dis- 
crimination against Mexicans and 
Spanish-Americans, he said, while 
anti-Jewish discrimination is 
strongest in the Eastern and 
Northeastern seaboard states. Non-

failure to break relations with the 
Axis remained the one serious flaw 
in the structure of hemispheric de- 
fense. The other 20 American re- 
publics, he said, “have carried out 
the commitments in which 21 vol- 
untarily joined a year ago.” 

The action of these 20 republics, 
he explained, was “an action of 
the highest importance to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war, far 
transcending the mere customary 
severance of diplomatic ties.” For 
it had the effect of cutting the 
principal artery of Axis intrigue 
and espionage in the Western 
world, and on tearing away the 
cloak of diplomatic immunity be- 
hind which Axis nations were 
operating against the security of 
the hemisphere. 


“So long as all of the American 
republics have not complied with 
the undertaking in which they 
joined without reservation the 
Axis will still, however,” Welles 


added, “have a shield for the con- 
tinued conduct of activities in this 
hemisphere perilous to the cause 
which is vital to the security and 
independence of each of them.” 

Nevertheless, he contended the 
progress achieved in Pan-American 
relations has abundantly demon- 
strated the rightness of the good 
neighbor policy. 

“T ask you to consider for a mo- 
ment,” Welles said, “the dangerous 
position in which the New World 
would be today had the good neigh- 
bor policy not been initiated, and 
had it not been accepted by all of 
the American countries as a basis 
for co-operation between them.” 


SENATE MAY. DRAFT 
OWN POSTWAR PLAN 


WASHINGTON, April 15 sang)

put the Senate on record for post- 
war collaboration with other na-

international co-operation. 

Reporting that “distinct prog- 
ress’ had been made, Connally told 
reporters the committee “is contin- 
uing frequent sessions and is la- 
boring diligently to work out some 
form of resolution.”

MOSCOW, April 15 (AP).—The 
Russian-made moving picture 
“Tran,” which gives a graphic 
story of the delivery of United 
States materials to the Soviet Un- 
ion, is being shown to large crowds 
in Moscow daily.

“kicks” received by OPA from the 
public. Prices soared in the wake 
of canned goods rationing .Frosts 
and other damage in some growing 
localities complicated things. 

OPA officals disclosed today 
that Ration Book No. 3 would be 
issued goon, probably late in July, 
but would be used primarily for 
shoes, sugar and coffee as soon as 
Book No, 1 runs out of stamps. 

The No. 3 volume issue also may 
be used to provide two more 
months of canned goods and méat 
stamps, since it was designed to 
handle both point and unit system 
of rationing. 

Officials said they had no in- 
tention of using the No. 3 book to 
ration any new commodities, but 
‘could make no promises because 
of the theoretical possibilities of 
special emergencies, Books 4, 5 
and 6 are in the design stage, so 
No. 3 probably would not be 
needed for new rationing if any 
did become necessary. 

Because of their plan to use 
No. 3 book only as a replacement, 
OPA also is trying to figure some 
easy way of distributing it, and 
odds today are that it will be 
handled by mail. ‘ 

The new book already is printed 
and stored in warehouses at stra- 
tegic places throughout the coun- 
try. All that remains to be done 
is to send the books on to the 
local ration boards to hand out 
or mail out. 

The volume has two. kinds of 
stamps. In one group are four 
series, one bearing pictures of 
tanks, another aircraft carriers, a 
third airplanes, and a fourth field 
artillery. These are likely to be 
used for shoes, sugar and coffee— 
the tank stamps for shoes, per- 
haps, as an example. 

In addition the book has four 
pages of point stamps similar to 
the canned goods and meat stamps 
in Book 2.

BILL PASSED BY 
MISSOURI HOUSE 


Measure Would Eliminate 
Blighted Areas in St. 
Louis, Kansas City by 


Private Construction. 


By a 6taff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate today the St. Louis and 
Kansas City urban redevelopment 
bill, which is intended to bring 
about the elimination of blighted 
districts through construction of 
mass housing units by private cor- 
porations. The vote was 114 to 6. 
Representative George Eigel of 
St. Louis told the House the meas- 
ure would permit the use of pri- 
vate capital to check the spread of 
property decay in the iwo cities, 
and create new property on which 
taxes would be paid. He assert- 
ed there were large areas in St. 
Louis in which property has been 
permitted to become dilapidated 
and the owners frequently aban- 
doned it. As a result, the city has 
been forced to take over su 4 prop- 
erty and revenues have fallen 

steadily. 

The only opposition to the meas- 
ure was made by Representative 
B. T. Gordon, Clay County, who 
charged that nonresident property 
owners would be treated unfairly 
in condemnation awards made in 
connection with the acquisition of 
sites for the housing units. 

The bill, sponsored by the St. 
Louis city administration, would 
permit the formation of private 
corporations to build mass housing 
units similar to the projects of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 
The firms would have the right to 
condemn necessary property, but 
the site of the units and the plans 
for their construction would be 
subject to the approval of the 
Board of Public Service and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. Profits would be limited to 
6 per cent. 


ISSUANCE OF RATION BOOKS 
TO BE RESUMED TUESDAY 


Issuance of War Ration Books 
Nos. 1 and 2 to St. Louisans who 
have never before applied for them 
will be resumed Tuesday at the ra- 
tioning board offices, ninth floor, 
Civil Courts Building, Deputy Ad- 
ministrator B. G. Chapman an- 
nounced today. 

Books for those who have never 
applied for them have not been 
issued here since April 9, when a 
temporary office in Municipal 
Auditorium was closed. Persons 
seeking to replace lost books must 
appear at the board office and 
make an affidavit, which must re- 
main on file 10 days before sub- 
stitute books can be issued. 

Books for new babies or persons 
just released from the armed 
forces may be obtained at the 
board at any time. 


No More Gasoline For East Now. 

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP). 
—Petroleum Administrator Ickes 
said today he can hold out no 
hope now for increasing gasoline 
ration allowances on the East 
coast. He told reporters that East- 
ern petroleum stocks declined 
500,000 barrels last week, partly be- 
cause of increased fuel consump- 
tion during the cold snap, and that 
stocks were off 14,500,000 barrels 
from a year ago. 


BARRETT 10 TELL 
NO FAITH IN IT 


Former Judge Says Group 
Is Trying to Undo Work 


Done by September 


Panel. 


Former Circuit Judge Peter T. 
Barrett of St. Louis County, ap- 
pearing this afternoon at _ the 
Courthouse in response to a sum- 
mons as a grand jury witness, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he would tell the grand jury he 
had no confidence in its delibera- 
tions, 

“I told the foreman so yesterday 
by telephone,” Judge Barrett said. 
Judge Barrett repeated his earlier 
charge that the present January 
term grand jury, impaneled by 
Judge Fred E. Mueller, was seek- 
ing to undo the work of the Sep- 
tember term grand “jury, im- 
paneled by Judge Barrett while he 
was still on the bench. 

“This grand jury,” Barrett said, 
“has been advised by a lawyer 
whose conduct was investigated by 
the last grand jury.” This referred 
to Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach. The September grand 
jury requested the Attorney Gen- 
eral to file a suit for Wallach’s 
removal from office, and such a 
proceeding is now before the Su- 
preme Court. 

Barrett censured the action of 
Judge Mueller in convening the 
present grand jury. In view of the 
fact that Judge Mueller was lately 
assistant to Wallach, Barrett said, 
he should have disqualified himself 


and permitted another Judge to 
convene the jury. The fact that 
the selection of the present jury 
was by the Sheriff, and not by 
elisors, as recommended by the 
previous body, was also a ground 
for Barrett’s criticism. 

The fact that the present grand 
jurors “waited until the last few 
days” of the jury’s term to in- 
vestigate county offices was an- 
other cause for his doubt of its 
sincerity of purpose, Barrett said. 
The present summoning of him- 
self and members of the previous 
body looked to Barrett, he said, 
“like a bold attempt to cover up 
the conduct of officials who have 
neglected to perform their duty.” 


He said Judge Mueller, instead 
of asking the Attorney General for 
assistance, selected an attorney not 
familiar with the facts, Who will 
have difficulty in handling an in- 
vestigation in the short time re- 
maining. This, Barrett said, was 
not intended to reflect unfavorably 
on the attorney, Robert Roessel, 
whom he declared “capable and 
honest, but hampered in this mat- 
ter.”

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STIMSON SAYS MACARTHUR 
WILL BE GIVEN MORE PLANES 


TO OFFSET JAPS' AIR POWER 


Pledges ‘Increasing Flow’ of Aircraft to Pa- 
cific —- Washington Authorities Doubt 
Enemy Plans Offensive, Term sols Ac- 
tivity ‘Aggressive Defense.’

CONSTANTLY increasing flow of aircraft and other military sup- 


®forces of Gen. Douglas MacArthur in the Southwest Pacific. 

Taking cognizance at his press conference of recent pleas from 
Australia for additional planes to meet the more aggressive Japanese 
aer:al activity of recent weeks, Stimson said: “We will keep our Amer- 
ican and Australian flyers supplied with sufficient planes not only to 
replace our losses, but to build up our aircraft to counter the increas- 


ing enemy air strength.” 

Stimson’s comments came as 
military authorities here, with- 
holding the use of their names, ex- 
pressed belief that Japanese opera- 
tions in the Pacific have passed 
from the offensive stage to one of 
“aggressive defense.” 

These authorities saw, despite 
the enemy’s increased air activ- 
ity little danger that the ‘Japa- 
nese will attempt to strike against 
Australia or any other important 
United Nations bastion. They 
view the Tokyo strategy as being 
to hold and develop the rich East 
Indian, Malayan and other lands 
already conquered. 

Appeals From All Fronts. 

Stimson said that appeals for 
additional material came to this 


country from all theaters of opera- 
tions, and added that wpigorous 
public officials in areas close to 
the war would be remiss in their 
. duties if they failed to press their 
aemands. 

Stimson said the Allied combined 


chiefs of staff, charged with meet- 
ing the over-all requirements of all 
the United Nations, has the “very 
difficult task” of allocating a lim- 
ited supply to meet large demands. 


“The needs of the Southwest Pa- 
cific are being kept constantly in 
mind,” he concluded, “and there 
will be constantly increasing flow 
of military supplies, particularly 
aircraft, to that theater.” 

Military authorities here held 
out little promise of eari.y Allied 
offensives against the Japanese on 
a major scale. They explained 
that the United States was com- 
mitted heavily elsewhere and that 
a Pacific undertaking comparable 
to that in the European-North Af- 
rican theater would overtax its 
strength, especially in shipping. 

This does not rule out heavy 
naval and air blows this spring or 
summer — blows for which both 
Army and Navy have been mar- 
shalling and organizing’ their 
‘forces for several months. 


All-Over Situation. 


Inquiries prompted by recent 
apprehensive statements from 
Australia about the massing of 
Japanese ground and air units in 
the Southwest Pacific brought this 
general summary of the Pacific 
situation from highly placed 
spokesmen: 

The monsoon season is at hand 
in Burma and with its beginning 
all important fighting ceases. 
Gen. Sir. Archibald Wavell’s 
Burma campaign has made little 
progress and when the rain ends 
next fall Wavell’s troops probably 
will be back about where they 
started, near the Burmese border 
of India. Not being under pres- 
sure in Burma, the Japanese al- 
most certainly will shift some air 
units from there into their island 
arc opposite Northern Australia. 


There already has been a 
marked increase in enemy air 
strength in the Southwest Pacific, 
as evidenced by the 100-plane raid 
on American positions on Port 
Moresby, New Guinea, the 98-plane 
assault on Guadalcanal and the 75- 
to-100-plane attack on Milne Bay, 
New Guinea, but it is significant 
for the future that in both attacks 
the Japanese were outclassed if 
not outnumbered and lost much 
more heavily than our forces. 


‘Jap Air Bases Linked. 


The main enemy plane concen- 
trations are in the Northwestern 
Solomons, Western New Guinea, 
the Bismarck archipeligo, Timor 
and Amboina. These advance bases 
are linked to reinforcement bases 
in the rear by small intermediate 
flying fields which enable the 
Japanese to switch their air power 
quickly from one place to another. 


Belief in responsible quarters 
here is that despite their best ef- 
forts at replacement, the Japanese 
now have an air force numerically 
inferior to that with which they 
started the war. 


Diminishing rather than grow- 
ing air power probably explains 
the intermittent nature of the 
enemy's heavy attacks on such 
forward American positions as 
those in Guadalcanal and New 
Guinea. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, on the 
other hand, is reported here to 
have in Australia now a greater 
air force than ever before. 


The General himself declared in 
Australia Wednesday that “the 
first line of Australian defense is 
our bomber line,” and that the 
range of the bombers marks the 
“stretch of no man’s sea which 
is the measure of our safety.” 


Mastery in Air 
Primary Need, 
Curtin Repeats 


He Says Powerful 
Attacks on Aus- 
tralia Can Be Ex- 
pected Soon. 


MELBOURNE, April 15 (AP). 

RIME MINISTER JOHN CUR- 
P ru declared today following 

a meeting of hi« W’ar Cabinet 
that “our air power must be of 
sufficient strength to have super- 
iority, otherwise our naval and 


land forces will be subjected to a 
test beyond their resources.” 


Supporting Gen. MacArthur’s 
thesis that the war in the South- 
west Pacific is primari’, an air 
war, Curtin asserted: 


“Upon our air strength and col- 
lateral naval support depends the 
strength Japan can. bring against 
our island fringe.” 

Curtin added that “ever since 
the Casablanca Conference mani- 
fested the ‘beat Hitler first’ strat- 
egy the Japanese have realized 
that time was on their side in the 
Pacific.” 

Curtin emphasized that the Japa- 
nese for the past two months had 
been building up great air strength 
north of Australia, which he said 
meant that powerful attacks upon 
this continent could be expected 
soon. 

Enemy thrusts heretofore have 
been beaten off by Allied air su- 
periority, the Prime Minister said, 
but added that the Japanese had 
now learned their lesson and were 
readjusting the scale of their at- 
facks in a determined effort to win 
air control. 

“IT am confident we can meet 
this situation,” he added, “but it 
will require wholesale devotion to 
war.” 


5.1 NUMERICAL EDGE 
IS KENNEY’S GOAL

SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA, April 14.—(Delayed).— 
(AP).—Lieut. Gen. George C. Ken- 
ney, speaking for publication today 
for the first time since he re- 
turned from his mission to Wash- 
ington, told reporters “I'll be 
pleased when we have the Jap 
planes outnumbered five to one.” 

Fighters and bombers hummed 
overhead as he talked with report- 
ers at his advanced headquarters, 
meeting questions with a calm 
manner. 

An air raid alarm sounded just 
as he concluded with the state- 
ment: 

“There is no indication now that 
the Jap wants to pick up his bags 
and go back to Japan.” The Al- 
lied air commander strolled out 
to look for the raiders, but they 
never showed up. 


Allies Outnumbered. 

“In daily combat,” Gen. Kenny 
said, “we are doing pretty well, but 
the Jap has too many airplanes 
around to suit me. I don’t like to 
be outnumbered. When we shoot 
down a plane the Jap replaces it 
in a few days. When he shoots 
down one of ours, the replacement 
has to come a long way and it 
takes time. 

“We are forced to shoot down 
four or five to one to keep the 
score straight. That’s a pretty 
heavy burden on the boys. I’d like 
to tell them they could shoot down 
one for one and still be all right.” 

In tribute to the boys (“They do 
as well when I’m away as when 
I’m here”) the Fifth Air Force 
commander said: 

“They've done away with the 
prewar belief by a lot of people 
that we are becoming a nation of 
drug-store cowboys. I was a flyer 
in the last war and we thought we 
were hot, but I take my hat off to 
these lads flying today. They have 
a harder job than we had and they 
are doing it better. I’m getting 
prouder of this show of mine every 
day.” 

Replacement of Crews. 

Asked about the replacement of 
combat crews, the General said: 

“It’s our policy to replace the 
tifed personnel as fast as war 
weariness becomes evident. This 
policy is well carried out. At the 
beginning of the war no policy of 
that kind could be carried out be-

The following Sunday, the Japa- 
nese carried out their eleventh 
raid on Oro Bay, New Guinea, in 
a month—this time with 41 planes. 
Seventeen of these planes were de- 
stroyed. 

The next day an enemy force 
consisting of 55 bombers and 50 
fighters attacked Port Moresby, the 
largest concentration of enemy air 
power ever to attack that much- 
bombed Allied base. Thirty-one 
Japanese planes were shot down. 

On Wednesday 80 Japanese 
planes raided Milne Bay, New 
Guinea, and 30 of them were shot 
down. 

In these four raids alone, there- 
fore, the enemy lost more than 
100 planes or at the crippling rate 
of 30 per cent of the attacking 
force.

Ominous Reminder. 

NCE again, therefore, the quali- 
(tative superiority of Allied 

planes and flyers in the South- 
west Pacific has been demonstrat- 
ed. But we have an ominous re- 
minder from what happened in 
Burma last year that qualitative 
superiority is not enough. 

The A. V. G., under the brilliant 
leadership of Col. (now Major Gen- 
eral) Chennault, did even greater 
relative damage to Japanese air 
power than was done in the recent 
raids on Guadalcanal, Oro Bay and 
Port Moresby. But the Japanese 
were not knocked out of the air. 
By sheer weight of numbers they 
ultimately were able to achieve 

omplete air mastery in Burma and

HAT the Japanese have been 
T reckiess with their air strength 

is borne out by the fact that 
despite the repeated shellacking 
they received at the hands of 
American flyers they have kept 
coming back for more. 

Because of the plane losses they 
have suffered in the recent raids 
on Guadalcanal, Tulagi, Oro Bay 
and Port Moresby the Japanese 
may temporarily retire to lick 
their wounds.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, April 15 (AP).—

Asked whether the delaying tac- 
tic Marshal Rommel is using in 
Tunisia has modified the strate- 
gical situation in the Mediterran- 
ean, the General said: 

“Romme] is doing all he can to 
hinder the Allied army advance 
with unweakening energy. He will 
continue to try to slow us up as 
long as possible, but the Allied 
armies are progressing according 
to plan.” 

The next question was: “After 
his defeat in Tripolitania can Rom- 
mel who, the German propaganda 
pretended, was inviucible, be con- 
sidered as great a strategist as the 
Germans would have one believe?” 

“Rommel is certainly a great

MAKINGS OF BLOODY 
BATTLE IN TUNISIA

ITH Marshal Erwin Rommel 
W ana his battered but still dan- 

gerous army finally corralled 
behind the strong outer defenses 
of the great circle of hills which 
shield the last Axis stand about 
Tunis and Bizerte, we have the 
makings of one of the bloodiest 
battles of the war. 

All the visible elements of a 
fierce struggle are present. How- 
ever, there’s one invisible factor 
which may or may not be lacking 
—the will on the part of the Axis 
forces to fight to a finish. That’s 
what the impending’ conflict 
means—death or surrender — for 
there’s little hope-for the escape 
of any great number of the Rom- 
melites by sea or air. 

The early indications are that 
Hitler has ordered Rommel to 
make a stand. The Nazi propa- 
ganda department seems to be 
preparing the folks at home to 
see their boys sacrificed on the 
altar of the Fuehrer’s paranoic 
ambition to conquer the world. 
They are told that there will be 
no Dunkerque—no attempt to re- 
move the troops by sea. 


Morale a Factor. 

But who’ guarantees that the 
200,000 (more or less) Axis troops 
will stand up to any such order? 
The feeling isn’t good between the 
Italians and the Germans, and 
Mussolini’s men are especially sore 
at being made the goats for rear- 
guard defense jobs recently. 

Then we have this aspect: Not 
long ago while abroad, I was 
talking with one of the most fa- 
mous of the Allied generals, and 
he told me: | 

“The Germans are fine soldiers, 
but there is a time, I believe, when 
they crack up.” 

Now we have no reason to say 
that a German soldier wouldn't 
defend his home and hearth to the 
death, for he is brave. During the 
last war I encountered instances 
of mass “suicide” of German troops 
under orders However, Tunisia 
isn’t the fatherland or even Italy. 
Many military experts hold that 
the German cracks when he 
reaches the point where he can 
see there’s no hope of holding out.

Hitler Breaks Promise. 


It has been known here for 
some time that the battered re- 
mainder of Antonescu’s army in 
Russia was allowed to return home 
after its mauling, but Rumanian 
circles here state that Hitler “un- 
fortunately” stipulated as the con- 
dition of their withdrawal that 
they should be sent back the mo- 
ment they were re-equipped. Anto- 
nescu, it appears, has been seek- 
ing to postpone the fateful day of 
their return by dragging out this 
task of re-equipping until he has 
exhausted the Fuehrer’s patience. 


Regarding the 10 home divisions, 
the last of Rumania’s armed 
forces, three months ago Hitler 
agreed with Antonescu that they 
should not be called on to fight 
outside Rumanian territory. Now, 
it seems that circumstances have 
compelled the Fuehrer to go back 
on this word. Antonescu has been 
told he must hand over his last 
divisions. 

Whether these divisions are re- 
quired for the Russian or Balkan 
front, naturally is a closeyl guard- 
ed Wehrmacht secret. Foreign ob- 
servers here, however, believe that 
Hitler intends them to join with 
Bulgarian, Hungarian and ‘possibly

Slovak divisions in forming a Bal- 
kan defense army. This plan, they 
believe, was first made known to 
King Boris and it would not sur- 
prise them in the least if Premier 
Nicholas von Kallay, or some other 
Hungarian representative, - were 
jnext on the list to visit Hitler’s 
headquarters. 


Ribbentrop at Meeting. 

German Foreign Minister Joach- 
im von Ribbentrop’s presence at 
the latest meeting gives rise to 
the assumption that the talks 
touched on political matters, too. 
Observers here discard the sug- 
gestion that a new European char- 
ter may have been broached, but 
they do not rule out the possibility 
that Hitler may be trying to bring 
about some form of political as 
well as military co-operation be- 
tween his Southeastern European 
satellites. 


There are rumors here that Tur- 
key, under Allied initiative, is 
seeking to revive the Balkan pact 
and that the present Axis political 
—as opposed to military—activity 
is intended to forestall any such 
move, 

Interesting, in this connection, is 
information reaching this corre 
spondent today that Antonescu 
has decided to go to. Rome 
instead of his cousin, For- 
eign Minister Michael Antonescu, 
at the end of this month, owing to 
the “possible importance of the 
talks.” Rumors here say that the 
Pope is “playing a role” in the 
Turkish negotiations.

Do you not realize that the 
working man is better off than he was 
in the days of Charles II?” He draws a 
comparison between the weekly wage 
then and the hourly wage now. 

But what Mr. Queeny conveniently 
avoids is the fact that any modern-day 
financial tycoon could buy Charles II 
without missing the money. Over 100 
years later, the entire Louisiana territory 
was acquired for $15,000,000, a sum we 
now spend every two hours. In drawing 
comparisons, Mr. Queeny would do well 
to keep in mind the value he places on 
his own company as compared with the 
Louisiana Purchase. 

America would prefer to retain private 
enterprise, if only in honor of its past 
usefulness, but it will not retain it at the 
cost of concentrated wealth and jobs 
through grace and indulgence. We shall 
have to be offered a new kind of private 
enterprise, an enterprise that would have 
foreseen the collapse of our economy at 
the peak of production during the late 
'20s; an enterprise that would have co- 
operated with PWA, WPA, CCC, NYA 
and social security, instead of resisting;

War Worker’s Protest.

A LID ON THE FOOD CONFERENCE? 


The strange plan of the administration to bar the 
press from the United Nations food conference, to 
be held next month at Hot Springs,. Va., is having 
its inevitable consequences. Following justified 
criticism in the press itself, Senator Vandenberg 
and Representative Bradley, both of Michigan, have 
joined in introducing a resolution providing not 
only for opening the sessions to the press associa- 
tions, but also for official representation of Con- 
gress at the meeting. 

This is an embarrassment to our wartime Govern- 
ment, yet it is an embarrassment which the ad- 
ministration should have anticipated and avoided 
by not creating the situation which makes it pos- 
sible. Nor is the embarrassment relieved any by 
the fact that the sponsors of the resolution are both 
Republicans. To dismiss the resolution as the handi- 
work of the administration’s opposition would be 
to qverlook the fact that no member of the Presi- 
dent’s party stepped forward with a resolution to 
protect the rights and obligations of Congress and 
the press. 

The resolution, indeed, is notably considerate of 
the administration. It would not throw the press 
section open indiscriminately, but would assure re- 
porting of its sessions and conclusions through the 
Associated Press, United Press and International 
News Service. 


That part of the resolution which deals with con-- 


gressional representation is also considerate. 
Recognizing the importance of keeping the personnel 
of the conference within suitable bounds, it would 
set the representation of the Senate at three members 
and that of the House at five. In each instance, 
this would give the Democrats greater representation 
than their proportionate strength in Congress en- 
titles them to have, 

We hope to see Congress pass the Vandenberg- 
Bradley resolution. We further hope that the ad- 
ministration will learn from this experience what 
should be learned. The President knows from his 
secret trips, in this country and to North Africa, 
that the press can be trusted to guard the national 
welfare in wartime. He should have no hesitation 
whatever in opening a non-military food conference 
to the public in a “people’s war.” 

In our Mirror of Public Opinion today, we reprint 
an article on the censorship question by Roscoe 
Drummond of the Christian Science Monitor, who 
not long ago dug behind the surface statements to 
get at the facts about U-boat damage to Allied 
shipping. Mr. Drummond would not write the way 
he does were he not genuinely distressed by this 
situation. If censorship is not taking a pattern, 
President Roosevelt can so demonstrate by changing 
the food conference plans, even before Congress acts. 
He can follow the sound course of taking the press, 
and this means the people, into his confidence at 
every possible opportunity. 
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CURB ON WAR BROKERS. 


One of the more disgusting aspects of the indus-. 


trial war effort is supplied by the so-called war 
brokers. These are men who collect commissions for 
obtaining governmental contracts for their clients. 

It may be said at once that some of them have 
performed valuable services, especially for smaller 
firms which were not represented in Washington and 
which had no experience in the routine of doing 
business with the various Federal agencies. Honest 
work of this sort is worth a reasonable fee—even if 
that fee comes out of the taxpayer’s pocket—because 
it makes for speed where speed is all-important. 

Many of these dealers in contracts, however, have 
no special competence. Their chief stock in trade 
has been their ability to keep about two short steps 
ahead of their clients in finding out what the Gov- 
ernment needs and how it intends to buy this. A 
few also had a little “pull” here and there; Most in 
this category charged rates out of all proportion to 
the services performed. Congressional investigators 
have made that all too clear. 

The House Naval Affairs Committee has now 
brought out a bill to control such operators on the 
fringe of the war effort. It does not yield to the 
extremist’s plea that the broker be pushed entirely 
out of the picture. Instead, it would classify him 
as a sub-contractor. If this were done, his fee 
would be subject to the rules of re-negotiation which 
now apply to all contracts. And it should be done. 
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KNOX STANDS IN THE CORNER. 

A reading of the latest communiques from Gen. Sir 
Thomas Blamey and Gen. MacArthur, on the Austral- 
ian front, and Secretary Knox’s statement in Wash- 
ington gives the impression that MacArthur has, in 
effect, ordered Knox to stand in the corner of the 
schoolroom like a naughty boy who is ignorant of 
the relation of air power to the situation in the 
Pacific. 

Gen. Blamey warns that there are 200,000 Japs 
preparing to strike us. Knox comes back and says 
they can’t strike us without a navy and there are no 
ships in evidence. MacArthur retorts, in effect, that 
if the Japs get command of the air, our navy won't 
do us any good and, if we get command of the air, 
their navy won’t do them any good. 

In other words, MacArthur reminds Knox that 
neither navy is worth a tinker’s dam without com- 
mand of the air and that if we want to hold the 
Southwest Pacific, we have got to have command of 
the air.

It used to be the football coaches who got togeth- 
er at the end of the season to doctor the rules so 
that, thereafter, the officials would have to stop all 
the plays which they and their teams had not had 
the wit to stop. Now, the basketball coaches have 
taken up this post-season strategy. 

They have just decided that, next winter, it will 
be a foul “when a player touches a try for goal on 
its downward arc above the level of the basket.” One 
man, George Mikan, 6-foot, 8-inch center of Chicago’s 
DePaul University team, put that rule in the books 
when, during the National Collegiate championship 
playoff in New York, he stopped 17 Dartmouth shots 
and so made a handsome contribution to his team’s 
victory over the Ivy League leaders. 

Now, the tall man—when really a good basket- 
ball player—has always been a problem. Dartmouth 
had a team of giants and could not stop Mikan. 
However, a day or two after its vain attempt, George- 
town showed that it could be done without putting 
the referee into the lineup. The Washingon team 
was smart enough to employ a strategy which forced 
Mikan to leave his “goal-tender’s” position. It was 
as simple as that. 

The new rule is going to be a nuisance. It will 
mean that no player may attempt to bat down a 
shot at his goal unless he does so virtually at the 
split-second that it leaves an opponent’s hands. If 


better. 


obeyed, it will fill the country with frustrated young 
fellows who go around talking to themselves. If 
disobeyed—and it will be almost instinctively dis- 
obeyed—it will drive the spectators mad with see- 
ing a penalty assessed after almost every shot. As 
for the officialse—oh well, they are a special breed 
or they would have gone mad long ago enforcing 
the rules already in the book. 
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$300,000,000 WILL NOT BUY IT. 

The New York Times, which used to take a 
strange sort of pride in the boast that it had never 
joined in a crusade, seems to have started some- 
thing with its campaign to convince Americans that 
they don’t know American history. 

Senator Guffey has risen to demand an investi- 
gation of our schools and colleges. Senator Hill 
and Senator Thomag want to dump $300,000,000 of 
Federal money into the laps of our teachers for 
history texts. The professors are blowing hot and 
cold—depending largely on whether they teach his- 
tory or something else. The columnists are in a 
lather. 

And, no doubt, all the victims of the radio quiz 
programs will, in the next few weeks, be asked: 
“Who was President at the time of the Buford Ex- 
pedition?” or “When was the Populist party found- 
ed?” or “What was the purpose of the Removal Act 
of 1830?” or “Can you give the date of the Battle 
of Chapultepec?” 

It is all a little hysterical, so we are grateful for 
the sane voice of Forrest Rozzelle, a member of 
the Arkansas Legislature and field secretary of the 
Arkansas Education Association. He says this sud- 
den effort to cram history into the heads of Ameri- 
cans smacks of “regimentation,” and that he wants 
no part of it. Imagine, a schoolman turning his 
back on $300,000,000! 

However, Mr. Rozzelle feels that the cards in this 
game have been stacked. The Times, he said, might 
have made a survey to find out how many Americans 
are illiterate, and come up with a darker picture. 
A few others, too, have had the temerity to hint 
that a great many Americans know no mofe about 
geography or arithmetic or spelling than they do 
about history. Apparently, when it comes to ignor- 
ance, a good many of us are not specialists, but 
jacks-of-ali-trades. 

Of course, we ought to know our own history. 
And we ought to know it as something more than 
a litany of names and dates. We ought to know 
it as the long story of a hard struggle for a decent 
way of life—a struggle against political tyranny, 
against economic tyranny, and against the tyranny 
of ignorance, too. We ought to know it as the 
story of the triumphs and the disappointments of 
a people. It ought to give us a sense of the pace 
of progress, and, as such, it ought to be a firm 
foundation for our expectations of the future. 

But such a knowledge of history is not to be 
bought with $300,000,000 worth of textbooks from 
Washington. 
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TWILIGHT OF THE PENNY-CANDY STORE. 

One of the latest victims of rationing is said to 
be the penny-candy store. Already, it was becoming 
a nickel-candy store, having for its chief stock in 
trade the candy bars advertised by the radio thrillers. 
The penny has pretty much ceased to be a major unit 
of coinage even for children. 

Here and there, however, a little old lady still pre- 
sides over a glass showcase that could take a man’s 
memories back 40 years. True, her stock may not 
have been as varied as it once was, but there was 
enough of it to recall trays and jars of licorice 
whips, orange slices, spearmint bells, Scotch delights, 
jaw-breakers, jelly beans, taffy bites, nonpareils, 
tootsie rolls, moon faces, firestones, lemon drops 
and those stiff marshmallow concoctions which were 
shaped and tinted to look like miniature turkey 
dinners and were washed down with the contents of 
waxy “wine bottles.” 

Yes, the world changes—and the saddest thought 
induced by that reflection is that the museums of a 
streamlined future probably will be without examples 
of many of the things that made the old days good. 
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A BIT OF DISAPPROVISM. 

We Americans have a certain and unflagging gen- 
ius for inventing words that turn out to mean, with- 
out ‘the slightest hesitation, simply nothing at all. 
We have been at it an unconscionably long time, and 
we are distressingly bright and gay about the results. 
It shows a want of something that is probably im- 
portant. 

The latest product of this national perversity is 
the word “absenteeism,” which is said to mean the 
act of being absent from work (whether because of 
illness, accidents, personal duties, loafing or on any 
other account). From still earlier, we have had 
“tourism,” which is supposed to mean the disposition 
of our people to get about. If we mean to go in for 
this sort of thing, we might.as well coin “talkism” 
to mean a fondness for-conversation, “amusisth” for 
a liking for being amused, and perhaps “sittism” for 
a preference toward staying quietly put. The proper 
antonym of “absenteeism” would presumably be 
“presentism,” meaning the act of being at work. 

If a weak word like “absenteeism” has done noth- 
ing to make worse the situation it is intended to 
identify, it hag done nothing, either, to make it any 
When we say “absenteeism” we mean idle 
labor, wasted labor. Those are strong words, they 
convey meaning, and, more, they convey popular dis- 
approval. We will do well to leave lackadaisical, 
passive words for a day that can use them. We can 
use, now, words that will fight alongside us. 
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THE BLACKSHIRTS ARE SCARED. 

Italy’s top Blackshirts are really shaking in their 
boots. 

The proof of that is the set of war aims just put 
out by the once bubbling and boiling Virginio Gayda. 
Some of them sound just about like what the con- 
quered countries have been hoping they might get 
from the United Nations. For instance: 

“The right of European nations, great and small, 
to freedom, independence and full sovereignty.” 

Could it have been the desire to assure France of 
freedom, independence and full sovereignty that 
caused Gayda’s boss to drive the dagger deep into 
her back? What dbout those Italian troops in Rus- 
sia? Or don’t they count because they are really 
there against their will? And does’ the same thing 
go for the Italians in Africa, the boys who used to 
follow the cheerleader through “Nice, Corsica, Tu- 
nisia’’? 

No, it is a safe bet that nobody, not even the Ital- 
ian people, is taking the new objectives of their 
leaders seriously. All know that the orders which 
count come from Hitler—and that this other noise 
is just fear-filled talk between commands. Even the 
Italians must be looking to a United Nations victory 
as the only hope of regaining their freedom.

Believe it or not—and it would be better 
to believe it—the administration is “invit- 
ing’ the newspapers not to cover the first 
conference of the United Nations. 


And “inviting” is hardly the word for it 
when the Government holds the meat ax of 
wartime censorship over the press. 


This is not to be a military conference; it 
is a civilian conference. It is not to deal 
with war problems; it is to deal with post- 
war problems. It is not going to get into 
political matters; it will take up food mat- 
ters. And it is not even going to cope 
with relief or any of the immediate con- 
cerns of reconstruction. It will deal ex- 
clusively with long-range planning for bet- 
ter production and better distribution of 
crops throughout the world.

OWI Assumes Press’ Function. 


It is always possible to say that any 
Allied discussions of the future in some de- 
gree touch upon the relationships of the 
Allies in the war, but the agenda of the 
conference, as announced by the State De- 
partment, shows that relationship is highly 
attenuated. 

There is no evidence that the voluntary 
press censorship code—already so faithfully 
carried out as to win the praise of both 
Byron Price and the President—would fail 
to safeguard the necessary secrecy. 


But the Government has decided that it 
will cover the conference, and not allow 
the newspapers or the radio to do it them- 
selves. The Office of War Information is 
therein instructed to take over part of the 
functions of the nation’s independent press 
and radio. 


The conference will be held in the United 
State in about a month, It will not be held 
in Washington because this would make it 
more difficult for the officials to supervise 
what was to be made public and when. 


Actually the OWI, acting for the Presi- 
dent, has already informed the American 
newspapers that it doesn’t want correspond- 
ents bothering the delegates for news, that 
it would prefer that they not even send re- 
porters to the scene of the meeting. It 
doesn’t want the presa to learn about the 
discussions and decisions of the conference 
until afterward; it doesn’t want the press 
to write about them while they are under 
way; it would seem as though it didn’t want 
the American people ‘even to think about 
them until the Government decides it is 
propitious, 


Not an Isolated Incident. 


The ominous truth is that this is not an 
isolated incident; it is a trend. This is not 
merely an arguable exception; it looks as 
though it were becoming a habit, and if not 
a habit then something very near to it, for 
there are now not one but three examples 
of the abuse of wartime censorship of news 
in which military security and military op- 
erations were in no way at stake. 


First, President Roosevelt in his produc- 
tion and military inspection trip across the 
country last fall refused to allow independ- 
ent newspaper correspondents who are free 
to write appraisal have first-hand access to 
the facts of his tour. He permitted only 
press association correspondents, who are 
not free to write appraisal, 


to accompany. 


him. He scrutinized all their copy. Some 
thought this all right, at least fairly harm- 
less, It probably was harmless if it hadn’t 
been a straw in the wind—but the wind is 
now blowing harder and that straw has be- 
come a big stick. 


More of this is in the making. Note the 
fact—the second example in this list—that 
earlier this month the State Department in 
a formal note proposed to the British Gov- 
ernment that the United Nations refugee 
canference be convened at Ottawa. This 
week the State Department announced that 
it would be held in Bermuda. 


Why in Bermuda? 


Why? Well, Bermuda }s nicely secluded 
from the press and radio. It is situated in 
a theater of war, and every bit of news 
which might be written by a stray corre- 
spondent who happened to be there would 
be subject to military censorship, 


These incidents make more than a trend. 
They constitute a pattern—a pattern of 
suppressionism which public opinion may 
have good reason not to like and the re- 
silience not to accept, 


Few correspondents in Washington will 
believe that Mr. Roosevelt really wants to 
undermine a free press and the principles 
of a free press. The need is not to belabor 
the motive, but to put the light of clear 
thinking on the policy. 


Undoubtedly, the President thinks that 
the easiest way to get the United Nations 
representatives to reach large - minded 
agreements is to hide them away from open 
reporting and guard their deliberations 
from public discussion. 


This is the easier way, but in the long 
run is that the best way, the soundest way, 
the democratic way? Do the American 
people want the Government, through the 
OWI, to cover its own conference, or do 
they want the press and radio to cover the 
conference? 


What Casablanca Showed. 


At Casablanca, President Roosevelt was 
greatly impressed, as he told correspondents 
later, by the efficiency of the secrecy 
which surrounded the Allied meeting, and 
he presumably would now like to apply the 
secrecy of the Casablanca conference to the 
forthcoming United Nations food con- 
ference. 


The Casablanca conference was a military 
war conference. The food conference is a 
civilian postwar conference, It is danger- 
ous in precedent and in fact to apply a war- 
time censorship to achieve a peacetime pur- 
pose, and that is what Mr. Roosevelt is pro- 
posing to do. 


Byron Price, the Government’s chief cen- 
sor, whose best qualification for the job is 
that he doesn’t like it, has said of censor- 
ship: “It has been the lesson of history that 
censorship feeds on itself, and that once 
any man is given the authority of suppres- 
sion, the tendency is to expand that author- 
ity more and more until we arrive at a sys- 
tem of intellectual slavery.” 

President Roosevelt does not want to 
promote that end, even unwittingly, and 
the best way to avoid it is not to begin.

A Shy, Little-Known Scientist 


Who Made Historic Discoveries 


“Willard Gibbs,” by Muriel Rakeyser. (Doubieday, 
Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 


ARALLELING the story of the monk 

Mendel’s long-neglected discovery of the 
basic principles of heredity is the career 
of Josiah Willard Gibbs, whose equally sig- 
nificant work was buried in the Transac- 
tions of the Connecti¢ut Academy of Sci- 
ence nearly 70 years ago, and has since 
been disinterred piecemeal for the benefit 
of the world’s science and industry. 

So little was Gibbs’ great work under 
stood and evaluated for many years that 
it has since been shown that many subse- 
quent scientific discoveries were either ex- 
pressed or implied in the heavy and ab- 
struse mathematics of his paper, aptly 
called the “Rosetta stone of science.” The 
production of modern alloys, important in 
peace even as in war, is one of the great 
achievements made possible by Gibbs’ fun- 
damental work on the Phase Rule, only 
one of his many contributions. 
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Miss Rukeyser, gifted American poet and 
author of “Wake Island,” has etched the 
story of Gibbs against a background of the 
Adams family, Herman Melville, William 
James and Walt Whitman, and the life and 
times of New Haven from the middle of 
the last century to its end. 

Gibbs’ personal life was uneventful and, 
to the observer, dull, but in this atmos- 
phere, even though it may frequently have 
been remote from his academic seclusion, 
he doubtless led a rich and satisfying exist- 
ence through his years as student and 
teacher at Yale University. 

The even tenor of Gibbs’ bachelor days 
and his modest failure to save the fre 
quently flattering letters which he received 
from world figures in the field of science 
set a 4ifficult task for his biographer. By 
combining the factual] with the imaginative, 
Miss Rukeyser has succeeded in emphasiz- 
ing not only the importance of Gibbs’ work 
but also his eminence in the field of Amer- 
ican thought and culture. It is from this 
point of view that the book is particularly 
valuable.

“A Process of Processes.” 
ISTORY is a systematic rec 
H ord of past life. Our errors 
do not arise from a miscon- 
ception of this definition, but from 
a misconception of what life is. 

Life — as Prof. Leo Balet of 
Brocklyn College has put it—is a 
“process of processes.” The whole 
great process is an_ indivisible 
unity. A systematic record of past 
life embraces all that we know of 
the activities of human life in 
time. 

Without this encyclopedia con- 
cept of indivisible unity, we break 
the great unity into categories. 
Each category—the history of each 
nation or culture, for instance—is 
broken out of the frame and “sub- 
stantialized’”—into an entity for it- 
self. This atomization of past life 
into national histories is then fur- 
ther atomized into different parts: 
Politics, economics, geography, lit- 
erature, morals, art. 

This is necessary to the process 
of learning, provided that the in- 
divisible unity is the continual 
frame of reference, and that all 
along the line the atoms are re- 
integrated. One breaks up the 
whole only for the purpose of 
analysis, only re-synthesize it into 
a comprehended, systematic, whole- 
ness. 


. . . 

Now it is precisely this integrat- 
ing process which is’ “education.” 
But since our educators are spe- 
cialists, for whom the part takes 
on an isolated life of its own, this 
synthesis rarely takes place. There- 
fore the agglomeration of facts 
has no meaning to the student. He 
forgets the facts, because they tell 
him nothing comprehensible. 

When we call history a “process,” 
we suggest that it is something 
growing, moving, in time. The his- 
tory teachers, however, have elim- 
inated the factor of time. They 
pull facts out of history like fish 
out of a stream and try to embalm 
them in memory. The ability to 
identify the exhibits in this mu- 
gseum of dead fish is what deter- 
mines the present tests of histori- 
cal knowledge. But history is the 
stream; it is the biography of 
every person alike, the story of

how he has become what he is and 
the clew to what he may become in 
the future, as the heir to a social 
inheritance.

The Important “Whys.” 
HE category of time can only 
Tre reintroduced by discover- 
ing what is between the facts, 
the relation of each category to 
the indivisibility of the whole rec- 
ord of life. The why and whither 
of the facts is what makes them 
important, All students might have 
been able to answer all the ques- 
tions of the New York Times and 
yet have been unable to give a 
coherent picture of the develop- 
ment of the United States in time, 
and in relation to the life record 
of Western civilization. Ability to 
answer all the questions would be 
a test of the efficiency of drill, 
but not a test of historical educa- 
tion.

The incapacity for integration, 
the atomization of life into special- 
isms, shows up in our society. Our 
war is run the way we teach his- 
tory, in compartments, between 
which there is no vital circulation 
of blood. Instead of envisaging 
the war effort as an indivisible 
unity, then breaking it into cate- 
gories, and then re-integrating it, 
we begin with the categories, each 
headed by an “expert” and then 
try to integrate these categories 
(or agencies) by means of co-or- 
dinators, whose function ig that of 
a piece of string. We try to put 
together a picture puzzle out of 
parts that never started by being 
segments cut from one picture. 
In fact, our lack of dialectic and 
encyclopedic education makes us 
incapable of encyclopedic &rgani- 
zation. Our atomized thinking re- 
sults in an atomized society. We 
blame for this the Republicans, the 
Democrats, the New Deal, the 
agencies, the people—everything 
except its root cause: Our educa- 
tion.

To retain a democratic society 
in a century in which at least 
technical integration has become 
inescapable necessity, we must 
create integrated minds. Other- 
wise, whoever wins the war, to- 
talitarian states, greatly superior 
in technical integration, though 
shorn of all humanism, will push 
us to the wall. 

A reform of education is neces- 
sary to our survival. Otherwise 
ours will go on the record of his- 
tory as one of those abortive civil- 
izations, those tours de force, that 
flash like a meteor through the 
sky, for but a few historic mo- 
ments. 


WALKER'REGRETS 6.0.P.

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP).— 
Frank C. Walker, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
expressed formal “regrets” yester- 
day that the Republican party 
“does not agree” with his sugges- 
tion for a short presidential cam- 
paign in 1944. 

Harrison E. Spangler, Republican 
National Chairman, wrote Walker 
a 750-word letter last Sunday say- 
ing that without a “positive assur- 
ance” that Roosevelt would not ac- 
cept another nomination, the Re- 
publicans could not agree to a cur- 
tailed campaign. Without mention- 
ing the condition laid down by 
Spangler, Walker used 60 words to 
reply:

ARMY EXPANDS PLAN 
OF ST. LOUIS DOCTOR 


Convalescent Training to Be 
Used to Build Up Below- 
Par Air Cadets. 


The physical training program 
for convalescents in all Army Air 
Forces hospitals, established three 
months ago by Maj. Howard A. 
Rusk, St. Louis physician, is now 


being expanded to build up Air 
Forces recruits who are physically 
under par, the War Department 
announced today at Washington. 

Maj. Rusk, now stationed in 
Washington, will direct the new 
program at Air Forces basic train- 
ing centers. Brig. Gen. David N. 
W. Grant, air surgeon, said that 
the courses of training would be 
modified to meet the physical lim- 
itations of under-par recruits. He 
added that the medical camps will 
serve much like, “a baseball team's 
spring training camp.” 

Maj. Rusk established the train- 
ing program when chief of medi- 
cal services at the post hospital 
at Jefferson Barracks. Its pur- 
pose is not to entertain sick sol- 
diers, but to put to use the time 
ordinarily lost by convalescents. 

The course. as given at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, includes both .phys- 
ical and mental classes. Men are 
taught the science of warfare and 
various technical subjects needed 
in the Army. Those who are able 
to take exercise are given regular 
calisthenics, so that their physical 
condition is built up to properly 
stand the strain of drilling when 
they go back to duty.

exercise disinterested control 
countries which should eventually 
have absolute freedom. 

She declared that the system of 
one-nation mandates conceived at 
Versailles as a peace settlement 
solution should be abolished. 

Mme. Chiang, who retired to a 
country place on the Hudson River 
at the conclusion of a transconti- 
nental tour, talked of postwar is- 
sues, of India as a world problem 
and of China at a press conference 
limited to the three women repre- 
senting American newspapers who 
accompanied her on her tour. 

Views on China. 

As for her own nation, blasted 
by a six-year Japanese invasion, 
Mme. Chiang declared that China’s 
future was extremely dependent 
on the aid it receives for the prose- 
cution of the war. 

She said that a plan for in- 
creased United States aid to China 
was being executed, but that its 
extent would depend on certain 
military conditions which she could 
not enumerate for security reasons. 

However, she added, China has 
made it clear that it wants to be 
notified and would be reasonable 
about an emergency deflection of 
aid such as occurred in connection 
with the British push westward 
from El Alamein against Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s Africa Corps, 

Wants Freedoom for All. 

The wife of the Chinese Gen- 
eralissimo made it clear that she 
believed that all the little coun- 
tries should have their freedom. 
When and to what extent the 
freedom should be granted would 
be the big question of the peace 
conference, Mme. Chiang said. 
She explained that many coun- 
tries which have not kept apace 
with the development of world 
civilization may need a transition- 
al period of control between sub- 
jugation and freedom. ‘ 
These countries should have the 
promise of a definite date for 
freedom, she declared, and mean- 
while their supervision for a lim- 
ited period should be by a group 
council with disinterested mo- 
tives. The United States’ prewar 
plan for independence of the Phil- 
ippines was an example, she said. 
Mme. Chiang asserted that if the 
four great nations mentioned took 
the lead in such a plan the less 
powerful members of the United 
Nations would co-operate. 

She indicated that if postwar 
spheres of control were divided 
continentally for Europe and Asia 
the effect would be to let Amer- 
ica down. 

Discussion on India. 

The question of India’s free- 
dom, she said, was a current 
world problem of when and to 
what extent, 

She asserted, however, that Pan- 
dit Jawaharal Nehru, Congress 
party leader, should be freed to 
throw India’s released political 
weight into the United Nations’ 
cause because he was a man with 
world vision. At present Nehru is 
a prisoner of the British Imperial 
Government which controls India. 

She said she thought Mohandas 
K. Gandhi, imprisoned Indian 
leader, was somewhat cloudy in 
his thinking and had no world 
vision because he was overcome 
by his restricted obsession for 
India’s freedom regardless of 
world conditions.

URGES ENTIRE UNITY 
WITH LATIN AMERICA 


H. R. Dominguez Speaks on 
Final Day of Inter-American 
Institute at St. Louis U. 


A waheveuas of complete unity 
with Latin America must be car- 
ried out to its fullest extent in or- 
der that the nations of the Weat- 
ern Hemisphere may shoulder their 
postwar responsibility of sharing 
resources and productivity with 


the world on a basis of reciprocity 
rather than material gain alone, H. 
R. Dominguez of the export divi- 
sion of International Shoe Co., said 
today in an address at St. Louis 
University. 

His talk was part of the program 
on the final day of the three-day 
institute on inter-American affairs, 
sponsored by Washington and St. 
Louis Universities, in co-operation 
with civic groups, under auspices 
of the Co-ordinator of Inter-Ameri- 
can Affairs. At the same meeting, 
Julius S. Schweich, general man- 
ager of the Superior Insulating 
Tape Co., discussed “Opportunities 
in Latin America.” 

Dominguez expressed the view 
that success of the program for 
unity depended on the measure of 
service this country can give to 
Latin America now and in the fu- 
ture. He added that the para- 
mount requirement in preparing 
to serve Latin-America was to 
know its people and their lan- 
guages. 

Our system of lower education 
must be revised to include teach- 
ing of Spanish and Portuguese, he 
declared, and we must learn the 
customs, needs and preferences of 
our neighbors to the South. 

He urged also continuation of 
trade agreements, banishment of 
prejudice from mutual relation- 
ships and careful planning by in- 
dustrialists in this country for es- 
tablishment of industrial units in 
Latin America. 

Scouting opinions that expansion 
of our industry into Latin America 
would provide competition with in- 
dustry in this country, Dominguez 
said production of factories estab- 
lished there with capital] from this 
country would supply principally 
local requirements. 

“Millions of modern appliances 
are needed in Latin American 
homes,” he said, “and your making 
it possible for these families to 
acquire them will be an integral 
part of the service you will be 
rendering them by providing a 
gainful occupation for the men and 
women who themselves will buy 
your products.” 

Schweich declared that the im- 
petus of the war has greatly ac- 
celerated evolution of opportunity 
in Latin America. Latin Ameri- 
can countries, he said, do not want 
the absentee ownership of the late 
nineteenth century, but an equal 
share in responsibilities and prof- 
its. 

“This, then, is your challenge,” 
he said. “Unlimited resources of 
Ibero-American raw material and 
capital await the brains and indus-

Admiral Charlton, here on an of- 
ficial inspection visit, disclosed 
that in the St. Louis area alone 
manufacturers are producing many 
key parts, including equipment for 
the rapidly growing fleet of Navy 
escort vessels designed to replace 
destroyers on convoy duty. 

Essentials Made Here. 

Navy essentials which might 
bear the label “made in St. Louis” 
include amphibian tractors, Diesel 
and steam engines, projectile 
hoists, gun-mount castings, air- 
plane turrets, electric motors, elec- 
tric control apparatus for air- 
planes, brass, steel and iron cast- 
ings, pipe and tubing and airplane 
propellers. 

Other items from this sector in- 
clude firebrick for boilers, cloth- 
ing, chemicals, air compressors, 
fuels and lubricants, medical sup- 
plies, galley equipment, pumps, 
steel plates for ships and tanks 
for the Marine Corps and com- 
munications equipment. 

Dollars Returning, 3 to 1. 

Giving an over-all picture of 
naval manufacturing operations in 
the Midwest area, Admiral Charl- 
ton said that about 2500 manu- 
facturers were filling Navy con- 
tracts with plants in 200 cities. 
He estimated that for every dol- 
lar subscribed in the April war 
bond drive three dollars came 
back to the area through Navy 
business, His district, with head- 
quarters at Chicago, embraces 
Missouri, Illinois, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, Kansas, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, North and South Dakota and 
parts of Indiana and Michigan. 

“In general, I think the manu- 
facturers are doing an exceeding- 
ly good job in getting this vital

material out,” Admiral Charlton 
said, “and their business ig in- 
creasing steadily. There are still 
some bottlenecks but they are 
being eliminated and there is a de- 
cided improvement in production 
schedules. Absenteeism is also 
improving, partly through the co- 
operation of the labor unions.” 

Admiral Charlton, interviewed 
in the office of Lieut. Com. H. B. 
Freeman, resident inspector of 
Navy material, said that every ef- 
fort was being made to schedule 
shipments of parts to the ship- 
yards, where the vessels are as- 
sembled, so that a needed part 
arrives just in time to be built 
into the ship under construction. 

When Navy contracts were first 
let in this area, Admiral Charl- 
ton pointed out, the manufactur- 
ers knew nothing of Navy speci- 
fications, were unable to take into 
account such factors as sea stress 
and other elements under sea-go- 
ing wartime conditions. So the 
contracts were drawn up with rig- 
id specifications with every fac- 
tor taken into account in advance 
by Navy experts. As a result, Ad- 
miral Charlton said, material has 
been satisfactory, shipbuilding de- 
lays have been obviated, and as 
the manufacturers gain in experi- 
ence they acquire smoother pro 
duction lines,

BILL ON JUDICIAL PROCEDURE 
STUDY PASSES MISSOURI HOUSE

Southern Owners Assert Pro- 
posal Is Contrary to Roose- 
velt’s Anti-Inflation Order. 


NEW YORK, April 15 (AP).— 
Former Senator Edward R. Burke, 
spokesman for the Southern Ap- 
palachian soft coal mine operators, 
informed Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins today that acceptance of the 
Government’s proposal for a con- 
tract with the United Mine Work- 
ers of America “would constitute a 
clear wage increase” and as such 
would violate President Roose- 
velt’s anti-inflation order. 


The Government plan, laid yes- 
terday before the negotiators of 
the Southern district whose op- 
erators announced later its rejec- 
tion, called for a guaranteed six- 
day work week for 450,000 miners 
in the Appalachian fields, with 
time and one-half for all hours 
over 35. Northern operators re- 
jected it also; but John L. Lewis, 
UMW president, accepted it in 
principle. 

Burke, in a telegram to Miss 
Perkins, said that “your proposal 
must be motivated solely by a de- 
sire to increase the income of the 
miners.” 

“It must be obvious to you, as 
it is to everyone here, that no 
agreement can be reached through 
collective bargaining or concilia- 
tion,” Burke said, concluding by 
reiterating the Southern operators’ 
request that Secretary Perkins 
certify, “without further delay 
which might be costly,” the dispute 
to the National War Labor Board.

The present cost of the liquida- 
tion consists of the $250 monthly 
salary paid the liquidator, the $200 
monthly salary paid to his attor- 
ney and $150 paid monthly for 
bookkeeping and auditing services 
and office space. 

In the nine years that passed 
since liquidation of the seven old 
sewer districts started, liabilities of 
the districts have beén reduced by 
about $271,000, it is indicated by 
records in Mayne’s office and in 
the Circuit Court at Clayton. 

When the work started in 1934, 
the districts had outstanding war- 
rants, and interest due on them, to- 
taling about $531,000. Payments on 
these during the intervening years 
has reduced the total liabilities of 
all the districts in this respect to 
$260,000. 

Assets Now $290,000. 

Meanwhile, chief assets of the 
districts have been reduced by 
about $314,000, or from $604,000 to 
about $290,000. ‘These assets in 
1934 consisted almost entirely of 
uncollected taxes and the interest 
due on them. About $50,000 of the 
assets today is in cash or cash re- 
serves. There are some minor as- 
sets, consisting of furniture and 
equipment and escrow accounts, 
but these do not total more than 
$12,000 and are not included in 
either the figure given for assets 
in 1934 or for assets at the pres- 
ent time.

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In addition to paying off war- 
rants, many of the liabilities of the 
districts were reduced by Mayne 
and William H. Tegethoff, who 
was liquidator from 1934 to 1941, 
by compromising some and suc- 
cessfully contesting the validity of 
others in the courts, 

Similarly, assets consisting of 
uncollected taxes and interest wére 
reduced by tax strike-offs in cases 
of erroneous assessments and in 
successful legal actions by some 
taxpayers. 

Although the favorable margin 
of assets over liabilities for all the 
districts would indicate’ a final 
complete. liquidation could be ac- 
complished, such is actually not 
the case, for two of the districts, 
St. Ferdinand and Webster Groves, 
control $208,000 of these assets. 
Neither has any outstanding un- 
redeemed warrant. 

Others Unlikely to Pay in Full. 

The other five districts—Central, 
Wellston, Overland, Jennings and 
Lemay Ferry—issued the entire 
amount of warrants still outstand- 
ing. Even presuming all the taxes 
and interest are finally collected, 
not one of these, under existing 
circumstances, could ever be ex- 
pected to fully satisfy its obliga- 
tions.

Baseball Turns to 3 

Post-War Planning. 

VERYBODY is talking about 
the necessity of planning for 

the post-war period, so it’s 
natural for baseball men to look 
into the future and tell the world 
that things should be done, too. 
Jack Zeller of the Detroit Tigers 
makes a few suggestions, some 
good, some bad, in the current 
issue of The Sporting News, na- 
tional baseball weekly. 

“If we are to have baseball 
after the war,” Zeller told H. G., 
Salsinger, author of the piece, 
“we'll have to start right now 
preparing for the perpetuation 
of the game. We'll have to de- 
velop players for the post-war 
era and the players must be lads 
of 12, 13 and 14 years of age. 
Catch ‘em young and teach ’em 
well, must be the motto. 

“In Detroit, we will conduct 
baseball schools at Briggs Sta- 
dium every day when the Tigers 
are playing away from home. 
We'll have an adequate staff of 
coaches and we'll invite every 
schoolboy in town who has ambi- 
tions to become a ball player. 

“Something must be done and 
done soon or we'll have no base- 
ball until years after the war. 
It won't do to wait until then 
to develop new material; it must 
be developed immediately and be 
ready to take over when peace 
returns. If several years elapse 
before we have enough players 
to start up again, we may never 
start up again. The public can 
forget things, including baseball, 


in three or four years.”

On Sports 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP). 
—Congressional sports enthusiasts 
said today Marvin H. McIntyre, 
presidential secretary, agreed with 
them that’ the dministration 
should make a “declaration of pol- 


icy” regarding sports in wartime. 

McIntyre and Manpower Com- 
missioner Paul V. McNutt dis- 
cussed informally the question of 
sports in wartime at a meeting of 
interested Senators and Represen- 
tatives at the capitol. On leaving 
the gathering, held behind closed 
doors, McIntyre told reporters: 

“There was no news in it—it 
was just a social gathering.” 

He declined to make any fur- 
ther comment as did McNutt. 

However, Representative Weiss 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, one of the 
sponsors of the meeting, said Mc- 
Intyre told him he agreed with 
“there should be a 
declaration of policy regarding 
sports.” 

“Mr. McIntyre told me there 
should be no special deferments 
for big league baseball players, 
but there should be a place in the 
picture as far as sports is con- 
cerned,” Weiss said. 

Weiss said he believed there 
“co-ordinator” for 
sports in Washington to whom 
amateur and professional sports 
leaders could go with their prob- 
lems. 

“We definitely aren't asking for 
any special favors for sports fig- 
ures,” said Weiss, who officiates 
in professional football games. 

“But we do feel that continu-

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How to Grow Fruit in Your Own Backyard 


ROM the first strawberry in 
F June to the last grape in No- 

vember—you can have fruit in 
your own backyard. Yes;’and with 
little expense and not much work. 
Along thé fence,: bordering the 
walk, up the back porch, beside 
the garage—there’s a berry bush, 
grape vine, or strawberry plant 
that will look well and offer fruit 
more lucsious that any you've ever 
eaten before. “Just picked” and 


picked ripe” mean more in sweet-. 


ness, in taste, in aroma—but why 
talk. You’ll know when you grow 
your own. 


April or early May is the time 
to get started in this far-sighted 
backyard fruit campaign and next 
year (scarcities, we are told, will 
be even greater then) you'll pick 
vitamin-rich, sugar-full quarts of 
berries and clusters of grapes for 
fresh-eating, for pies, shortcakes, 
and for preserving and canning. 
It’s time now to get the soil ready 
and get in your order. So get out 
your garden notebook and let’s set- 
tle on the how, what, where and 
how many. 


Where? Most of us. haven't 
much choice, so we can be glad 
that almost any spot will do. Just 
so it is not too shady or near the 
roots of large trees, and not too 
closed in—for berries want good 
air circulation. 

- What soil? “No claypan under 
our roots’—that’s the major re- 
quest of the small fruits. Dig 


‘deeply with spade or fork where 


you plan to plant. If the soil is 
loamy, fine. Otherwise, add some 
sand or sifted coal ashes to help 
along the drainage, down below 
where the roots will forage for 
food, 

For nourishment, well-rotted sta- 
ble manure, milorganite, poultry, 
sheep or any other good commer- 
cial fertilizer that adds humus 
should be thoroughly mixed in with 
the soil as you break it up. The 
berry bushes are happiest in soils 
that are rich in organic matter, 
though they will yield well in any 
soil that has proven its worth with 
any other plants. 
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What a choice! Think of red 
raspberries for breakfast—straw- 
berries with the dew on them—or 
a luscious purple grape pie—but 
don’t let your appetite run away 
with your common sense. Read the 
facts for each type of fruit. Then 
give your yard a thorough once- 
over to find what spaces it allows. 
That’s the basis for the order you 
will want to make up—mail it to a 
reliable nursery or phone any of 
the many good local ones. 

Strawberries can border the walk 
down to the garage, edge a rose 
bed, etc., or have a small plot (10 
by 15 feet is a good start) all to 
themselves. They prefer full sun- 
shine but shading for part of the 
day isn’t a serious set-back. Best 
varieties for our part of the coun- 
try for home gardens are Blake- 
more and Fairfax for early, Dun- 
lap and Catskill for mid-season and 
Aroma and Gandy for late. Mas- 
todon, Gem and Wayzata are tops 
in ever-bearing varieties, They may 


offer you some tasty picking late 
this summer—but plantings will do 
better in the long run, if not al- 
lowed to fruit the first year. (I’ve 
only suggested “perfect” or “stam- 
inate” varieties—so you won't have 
to think about the pollination prob- 
lem.) 

Planting strawberries—keep these 
three facts in mind. The “crown” 
(a sort of “lump” from which the 
leaves shoot out) should be just at 
the surface of the ground. Second, 
trim the roots back about one- 
quarter their length. Third, spread 
the roots and press the soil against 
them firmly, with your fingers. 
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From “experimental: beds” at 
Agricultural Stations in Missouri 
and all over the country—comes 
the advice that plenty of apace 
for the plants greatly increases 
the yield. Each plant should have 
at least two square feet of space 
to itself—in the row, a bed or a 
border. New plants develop by 
“stolons” or “runners” and you 
can direct these where you want, 
cover with soil, and later clip the 
connection with the parent plant. 
Save your grass cuttings, leavés, 
etc., for a warm blanket to keep 
your plants from freezing next 
winter—this is a “planned econ- 
omy” note for your notebook. 

Raspberries—black, red and pur- 
ple, are hardy, attractive bushes. 
This year’s plantings will give you 
a taste—next year about a quart 
per plant, and after that two 
quarts each, is a good weld. Each 
bush should be allowed at least 
three square feet of space. 

Recommended varieties make a 
long list, but here are some top 
choices. For the red raspberries, 
Latham, Chief and Indian Sum- 
mer an _ ever-bearer. Bristol is 
the hardiest black raspberry here- 
abouts. Purple varieties aren’t so 
well-known but should be. They 
are delicious tasting, a hybrid of 
the red and black that is even 
hardier and more productive than 
either of its parents. Sodus and 
Potomac are “hits” for the purples. 

Blackberries take up a bit more 
space than raspberries—and their 
yield is bigger. Eldorado is a 
fine, disease-resistant variety if 
you can get it. There are many 
other good sorts to grow. Boysen- 
berries are newcomers to the 
berry field—their big, juicy, lusci- 
ous fruits and large production 
are winning them great popular- 
ity. Instead of a climbing rose 
on a trellis, try this attractive 
addition to the fruit production 
campaign. There is a thornless 
Boysenberry—but it is not as pro- 
ductive as the “thorny” one. Pro- 
tect this vine next winter by lay- 
ing “canes” on the ground and 
covering them with leaf or straw 
mulch, 

Grapes, carefully grown in the 
“vineyard manner” yield best— 
but decorating our fences, arbors 
or porches they will offer plenty 
of clusters of tasty fruit. Not the 
first year, and just “some” next 
year—but for years after that, 
there'll be really big returns. 
There's a tremendous number of 
good varieties from which to 
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choose. But if you have room for 
just one—let it be a Concord, all- 
round best of the blue grapes. 
Ontario and Niagara are excellent 
“white” grapes and Delaware is 
fine locally in the “reds.” 


Planting your bushes or vines 
{is quite simple, once the soil is 
ready. Just be very careful never 
to expose the roots to sun or wind 
—keep them covered in a mud- 
and-water mixture in a bucket un- 
til you are ready to set them in 
the ground. Step your spade or 
fork into the cultivated ground 
and lean it over, leaving a “v” 
at least eight inches wide at the 
top. Set in the plant a couple 
of inches deeper than it was be- 
Next, with your finger press 
the soil firmly about the roots. 
Now pull out your “digger,” finish 
filling in and step the soil firmly 
down. A good “soaking” just after 
planting, sets your plants off to a 
good start. 
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Pruning for the “just planteds” 
must be severe. Cut the grapes 
back to one main stem with two 
buds — the berries back to not 
more than 15 inches. You'll want 
to put yourself wise to “pruning” 
procedures for this fall and next 
spring by some extra reading. 
Write to the Missouri Agricultural 
Extension Service, University of 
Missouri, at Columbia, Mo., for its 
free bulletins on berries and fruits. 

Cultivate shallowly with your 
hoe, or “mulch” with straw, to 
keep the soil loose and. aerated 
and the weeds out throughout the 
growing season. Next year’s re- 
sults will prove how well you did 
your job. 

P. S. “Heeling” in is a “must” 
if you can’t plant just as soon 
as your order arrives. That means 
laying the plants in.a shallow 
trench in a shady spot, covered 
over “with soil, so that just the 
tops are sticking out.

Treatment of 
Six Commonest 
Skin Diseases

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE SIX commonest skin dis- 
T eases, according to the experi- 
ence of the Vanderbilt Clinic 
of the Prebysterian Hospital, New 
York, where they see thousands 
of cases, are acne, psoriasis, dry 
chapped skin, coccal infections, 
fungus infection and allergy. 

The experience of the Clinic 
with these in regard to treatment 
is fairly satisfactory and these 
are the methods they use: 

Acne, or pimples, is almost 
normal in adolescent boys and 
girls. The treatment of a case of 
moderate severity is local and 
systemic. The most important 
feature of the treatment is that 
it should be prolonged and car- 
ried out daily and regularly. 

Local treatment consists. in 
scrubbing the skin areas involved 
with tincture of green soap and 
sulphur soap at bedtime. Black- 
heads should be expressed with a 
comedone extractor and then a 
sulphur preparation, such as La- 
lotin, should be massaged over 
the base of the pimple. In the 
morning the sulphur is removed 
by scrubbing with warm water 
and soap. 

The sys#emic treatment con- 
sists first in a diet low in sweets 
and greasy foods, a normal 
amount of exercise and sunshine 
and, occasionally, the use of en- 
docrine products.

PSORIASIS IS ALSO treated 
by both local and systemic meth- 
ods. A patient should not be led 
to believe that nothing can be 
done. Locally, the use of crude 
coal tar and ultra-violet light 
have been most ‘successful. Sys- 
temically, the use of crude liver, 
rice polishings and yeast have also 
been proved of value. Soybeans in 
the form of Lexo Cookies and 
wheat germ in the form of Vio- 
Bin have produced results that 
even surprise hardened dermatol- 
ogists. . 

Dry chapped skin, for which 
there is no particular name, is 
seen as often..in~—old people as 
acne is in young. The treatment 
is a cinch. The patients are told 
to stop such frequent washing and 
bathing and using so much soap. 

Coccal infection means a pus 
infection, such as impetigo. The 
treatment of this is also a cinch 
since ‘we have the sulfa drugs— 
sulfanilamide is dissolved in water 
so that there is a 5 per cent solu- 
tion and dabbed on the skin. Re- 
current boils yield to this same 
form of treatment, 

Fungus infection means ring- 
worm. These infections are due 
to a vegetable fungus and may af- 
fect any part of the skin, hair or 
finger nails or toe nails. Accord- 
ing to the physicians at the Van- 
derbilt Clinic an effective prepara- 
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per cent water solution. 

Allergy in the skin takes many 
forms, the commonest of which is 
hives and the next most frequent, 
eczema. In this department treat- 
ment is not quite so satisfactory. 
It is very easy to say to a person 
who has an allergy that he should 
find out what causes the eruption, 
but in practice this takes time and 
patience.

And I am equally sure 
that the peace of mind that comes 
with the attainment of slow, steady 
progress will be far more satisfy- 
ing in the long run than the fit- 
ful spurts of energy that you now 
waste on an overcrowded sched- 
ule. The old fable of the hare 
and the tortoise is just as good 
and just as true—now!”

East Wrong 
In Failing to 


Double Clubs

EAR MR. CULBERTSON:

The bidding actually went: 
West North East 
Pass lheart 2 diamonds 
Pass 4 spades 5 clubs 5 spades 
Double Pass Pass Pass 

“I was East and no sooner was 

the last card played than my part- 
ner jumped on me with both feet 
for not having doubled five clubs. 
We had gone down one trick at 
the five spade contract. 


“I based my five spade bid on 
the following reasons: (a) My two 
diamond overcall had not fully an- 
nounced all the strength I held. 
(b) Was my partner’s original pass 
a psychic: Was he laying a trap? 
(c) Partner’s double jump to game 
assured me of eight or nine tricks. 
(d) I held the king of hearts and 
four clubs behind North. Partner 
therefore either had a singleton or 
a void. (e) My 4-441 distribution 
told me that partner must have 
great length in spades. 


“I maintain that partner’s four 
spade bid was wrong and deceived 
me into feeling that we could 
make five spades, thereby leading 
me to prefer that bid to a double 
of five clubs.” 


The reasons given by my corre- 
spondent for his five spade bid are 
not entirely relevant, and certainly 
they are not convincing. It ap- 
pears that he was trying to cover 
too much territory in taking it 
upon himself to appraise West's 
exact distribution and chances for 
11 tricks at spades. All East had 
to do was to look at his own hand 
in order to find the proper action 
over five clubs. Against that con- 
tract he could reasonably expect 
to take two clubs, two diamonds, 
and one heart trick, so even if 
partner never produced a single 
defensive trick, he figured to col- 
lect a 500 point penalty. Since 
this penalty outweighs the value of 
a nonvulnerable game (even as- 
suming that East-West could make 
five spades) and since it was not 
at all remote that the five club 
contract could be defeated even 
more severely, it goes without say- 
ing that East should have doubled, 
There are times when a player 
should raise his partner on no bet- 
ter support than a singleton jack, 
but this, assuredly, was not one of 
those times. : 


As for West's four spade bid— 
well, that was a little strong, but 
instead of criticising it, East 
should have been thankful for the 
opportunity it provided,
